Declare Commissioners Unworthy of 
Trust to Handle $4,000,000 
for the People. 


SCHOOL TRUSTEES ARE CRITICISED 


BY OSCAR E, HEWITT. 

The clu» women who have been watching 
the county board severely criticised its ma- 
jority yesterday in a report made at the Chi- 
cago Woman's club. The writers of the re- 
port, read by Mrs. Jean Ellis Driver, head.of 
the committee, appear to have been anxious 
to find words strong enough to express their 
condemnation. 

“For years the administration of county 
affairs has been a source of shame and regret 
to all thoughtful minds,’’ reads one sentence, 
“but it has remained for 1914 to discover a 
condition so absurdly preposterous, so unbe- 
lievably corrupt, and so unspeakably low, 
that the general public has risen in its wrath 
and with righteous indignation demands jus- 
tice and seeks a remedy.”’ 


Veracity of Members Questioned. 

Regarding the veracity of some of the com- 
missioners, the report sarcastically remarks: 
“The ability of some of the commissioners 
to swear to statements made in their absence 
is nothing short of miraculous.” 

Maclay Hoyne is referred to as “‘ County 
Attorney Hoyne. alias State's Attorney 
Hoyne, alias: the majority mascot,” Speak- 
ing of his acquisition of the county attorney's 
office, the report says that *‘ no matter how 
legal Mr. Hoyne’'s new title is, the manner 
of his taking possession of his quarters was 
undignified and most unbecoming to one in 
his high official position.” 

“ We. had expected,”’ continued the report, 
“better things from a man of his brain and 
breeding and still hope that blood will tell.” 

“ Where, O where, does the state's attor- 
ney find time for the work he is paid to do?” 


Oppose $4.000,COO Fond Issue. 

That the women have a definite idea of 
the way to emphasize their opinion of the 
board is indicated by their opposition to the 
proposed $4,000,000 bond issue. They say 
that is the big feature of the appropriation 
passed by the county board last week. This 
money, if obtWined, will be spent for the 
completion of the county hosplial and the 
erection of the two branch hospitals on the 
south side, for which the sites have been ac- 
quired. The referendum on this issue is to 
be April 7—the day of the @idermanic elec- 
tion. Thereport urges that no vote of public 
confidence be given the county board by the 
approval of this proposed bond issue. 

The committee making this report is repre- 
sentative of the Chicago Woman's club, the 
Woman's City club, and the Political Equal- 
ity league. Mrs. John F. Bass, president of 
the Chicago Woman’s club, presided, The 
report was “‘ adopted and ordered printed.” 


Report on School Board, 

According to the report of Mrs. W. 8. Hef- 
feran, chairman of the school section of 
the committee on public affairs, Chicago has 
been made the laughing stock of educators 
throughout the United States because of the 
tactics of William Rothmann and John J. 
Sonsteby on the board of education. Mrs. 
Hefferan urged upon them the acquisition of 
some modesty pilus a little self-effacement. 

“ Educators realize that the matter of the 
course of study is not a pedagogical contro- 
versy, but purely a political one due to the 
personal animosity of two men, Mr. Sonsteby 
and Mr, Rothmann. The board meeting 
where the course was turned down was e@ 
travesty on education, Men who know noth- 
ing about education thwarted the wise plans 
and patient work of a superintendent who 
does understand education. 


Criticisms Not Clear. 

“The criticisms of the course of study are 
not clear, and the statements made in sup- 
port of the criticisms have almost all proved 
to2 be based on misapprehension. Personal 
feeling and nothing more guides the action 
of the members of the board who make the 
criticisms.

TROOPS ON GUARD 


Militia Called Out at Sacra- 
mento When Kelley’s 
Force — 


FLAYED BY GOVERNOR. 


Sacramento, Cal., March 7.—Sacramento 
wrestled all day with the unemployed prob- 


“Gen.” Kelley's army, on its way to Wash- 
ington. 
ordered out by Adjt. Gen. Forbes to guard 
the state arsenal, where a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition is stored, and to be in 
readiness to answer a riot call. 

Companies at Oroville, Stoekton, Chico, »nd 
Woodland were notified to hold themselves in 
readiness for similar service. 

Fifteen hundred members of the two fac- 
tions of the “‘ army '’—* Gen.” Kelley's force 
and the seceding clan—were camped in the 
Southern Pacific yards awaiting an answer 
from the Sacramento officials to their de- 
mand for food and transportation to con- 
tinue the journey toward the national capital. 

Factions Cause Peril. 

A heavy cordon of police was thrown 
around the camping grounds to keep the 
marchers from scattering throughout the 
city and to keep peace between the two fac- 
tions. The desertion of about 100 men from 
the Kelley army to that of the opposition 
has almost equalized the strength of thetwo 
factions and caused considerable bitterness. 

Gov. Hiram W. Johnson today gave a se- 
vere rebuke to a delegation of the unem- 
ployed who appeared before him to demand 
aid, but refused his offer of jobs. The dele- 
gation was composed of three members of 
the anti-Kelley faction of the army. 

The governor recognized in James Mc- 
Cameron, one of the committee, a man who 
had begged from the governor twice in San 
Francisco. The governor offered the three 
committeemen work, and th¢y declined. 

Denunciation by Governor. 

“or the men who want work I have the 
greatest sympathy, and I am willing to do 
everything I cam to help them,” the gov- 
ernor said. “ For the men who won't work, 
which, I understand, is the principle with the 
Industrial Workers of the World, I have no 
eympathy. 

“you all have admitted that you have not 
been seeking work. You have refused the 
position which I offered you this day. You 

say that the majority of your army will not 
work until they have completed their jour- 
ney to Washington. 

“* Therefore you do Bot present an unem- 
ployed problem. What you are presenting is 
a particular propaganda and asking the state 
to assist you in spreading this propaganda. 
Those are not the actions of unemployed 
men.”

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NOTED NEW YORK ART DEALER 
KILLS SELF IN OWN GALLERY. 


Theron Blakeslee Left Lawyer and 
Creditor to Commit Deed—Friends 
Say Headache Caused Act. 


New. York, March 7.—Theron Blakeslee, 61 
years old, a widely known art dealer in Fifth 
avenue, this city, died tonight shortly after 
he had been found with a bullet wound in his 
temple. 

Mr. Blakeslee was talking in his main al- 
lery to his lawyer anid the representative of 
@ prominent Paris art dealer, who is said to 
be a large creditor of the dead man, when he 
excused himself and omnren @ smaller gal- 
lery.

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ROADS. MAY ELECTRIFY. 


Must Abolish Smoke; Track Ele- 
vation and Through Ront- 
ing Unsettled. 


The two ordinances for the proposed west 
side railway terminale—estimated to cost be- 
tween $35,000,000 ‘and $55,000,000—were ret- 
ommended yesterday by a subcommittee 
composed of Ald. Healy, Fisher, Capitain, 
Bowler and Donahoe. 

Only two important features in the ordi- 
nancés.remain unsettled. Thése are whether 
the roads shall pay the entire cost of the pro- 
posed track elevation connecting the west 
and north sides, and whether the roads shall 
be required to through route suburban traina 
These matters will be discussed when the 
council termina] ¢ommittee.takes up the or- 
dinances next Tuesday morning. 


' Electrification in Separate Bill. 

At the same time the subcommittee recom- 
mended an ordinance requiring all of the 
railroads to electrify in Chicago within seven 
years. The ordinance provides only that the 
roads shall use a motive power that will abate 
smoke and prevent noxious gases. It is in 
effect the same ordinance which Ald. Theo- 
dore K. Long has backed for a year. The 
purpose is to satisfy those aldermen who 
desire a measure for electrification. 

It includes all roads, freight as well as 
passenger terminals. 

The subcommittee also ordered two or- 
dinances prepared creating a railway ter- 
minal commission. The whole committ¢e 
will decide whether either of them shall be 
sent to the council. One, fathered by Ald. 
Fisher and Capitain, provides that a co:n- 
mission shall consist of Engineers John F. 
Wallace, the expert of the council; Bion J. 
Arnold, the expert of the citizens’ terminal 
committee, and Paul Lazenby, expert for the 


L. Fisher for the citizens’ committee, and 
the corporation eounsel. The other or- 
dinance simply provides for the creation of 
a commission. 


City Has Gained Much. 

In the ordinances. for the union station 
terminal and the Pennsylvania freight term- 
inal the opinion was unanimous that the city 
has gained much more than was offered in 
the original ordinances. The Chicago Plan 
commission had no criticism to make, Mr. 
Arnold gave the impression that he thought 
that most of his important recommendations 
had been adopted. He read each from his 
report and commented as he went along. 

Charles Lederer. attorney for the west side 
property owners, said: 

“On behalf of the property owners I 
want to thank the committee. We now feel 
certain the union station will be construct- 
ed.”’ 

W. L. Fisher. Makes Criticisms. 
Walter L. Fisher took a different view. 
“Substantial progress has been made 

toward a right solution,"’ he said. ‘“ The 
roads have come a considerable distance, but 
not all the way. I do not feel so optimistic 
as Mr. Arnold. 

‘The provision for the river straightening 
doesn’t get anywhere. With-it we are fool- 
ing ourselves and the.community. I can’t 
get any pleasure out of fooling myself. We 
have not taken advantage of the opportunity 
to establish the principle of through rout- 
ing of suburban trains. In that direction 
we have made no progress. 

‘On the freight terminal we have gained 
some tangible and-real-results, but a com- 
pretiensive study of the whole freight aitua- 
tion probably would have brought many 
more benefits.”’ 


Favors Harrison Street. 

‘ The site for the passenger station; I think, 
is-a mistake. Harrison street would have 
been a much wiser choice> When the proposed 
passenger facilities become inadequate, what 
will happen? We have no promise that the 
roads will move to Harrison street or to 
Twelfth street. To get dock facilities anda 
river roadway we have made it more difficult 
—not easier. The provision for public cab 
stands does not appeal to me as satisfactory.” 

Mayor Harrison appeared before the com- 
mittee yesterday and made an argument in 
favor of the failroads paying the entire cost 
of the proposed elevated concrete roadway 

connecting the west side with the north side, 
The roads desire to pay only $500,000 of the 
$1,250,000 estimated expense. 

They have said they will not ‘pay a cent 
more. 

It ig planned to get the ordinances out of 
the terminal committee so they can be re- 


ported to the council March 16.

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|WOMEN FIGHT DEPOT PLAN 


Report, Quietly Prepared, Sent to 
‘Utilities Commission. = 


ASK FOR DEFINITE POLICY. 


Want. Streets Cleared te Free the. Loop 
"of Congestion. 


Representatives of some of the leading 


‘woman's organizations of Chicago last night 


addressed to the public utilities commission a 
report which quietly has been prepared on 
the city terminal situation. 

The women urge primarily the adaption by 
the city of a definite policy for the future 
in an cipation ef the Chicago plan. They 
believe the streets: closed by the railroad 
lines and yards which choke the loop should 
be opened by administrative action. 


In some particulars the report, which was | 


written by A. T.: Cole, takes in conditions 
not directly connected with the traffic and 
railroad problems. More boulevards aad 
highet mumicipal income, particularly by 
taxes on railroad property are advised. 


Better Methods Necessary. 

The terminal problem, says the report, 
“‘was brought to an issue by ordinances 
submitted to the city council by the Union 
Station company for the Pennsylvania group 
of roads for a new passenger and freight 
terminal, after various solutions of ‘the 
problem suggesting intensive development 
and better methods had. been. shown to the 
public. 

“It was evident from the plans and ordi- 
nances submitted that the concessions asked 
would greatly increase the already impass- 
able blockade sbout the loop and would 
make it necessary to close up more streets 
and alleys to serve the selfish interests of 
this one group of roads when the crying 
need of the city is to have the railroads re- 
store to their rightful owner the streets and 
alleys which from time to time have been 
taken away from the public in the past by 
injudicious donations without considering 
the om interests of the city.’’ 


"Chance to Cure Ills Now. 

An opportunity is seen to cure the city’s 
ills now when the report says: 

“In the history of Chicago tlrere have been 
three opportunities to provide sufficient street 
area to meet the needs of the present and 
future: First, when the city was laid out; 
second, immediately following the great fire; 
and, third, at the present time in the solution 
of this railway terminal problem. The effi- 
ciency of the city, of every interest, includ- 
ing the railroads, and every individual, is de- 
pendent.on our having sufficient street area 
and the necessary number of arteries for the 
proper circulation of all traffic between the 
different parts of the city.

Thereis now, however, little idéa 
that the commissioners will proceed to Chi- 
huahua in the expectation of uncovering any 
evidence of value, though it probably wil be 
required to carry out its original instructions 
merely for the purpose of establishing the 
principle of the right of the United.States 
goverfnment to act inthis matter.

making.

Letcher to Warn Rebels. 

El Paso, Tex., March 7.—When Consul 
Letcher left today to return to his post at 
Chihuahua it is understood that he carried 
instructions from Secretary of State Bryan 
with reference to the case of Luis Terrazas 
Jr.. who is being held for ransom by Gen. 
Villa. 

It is said that Gen. Villa and Gen. Carranza 
will be informed that the state department 
would construe the threatened execution of 
Terrazas as indicative of great weakness in 
the rebel government of northern Mexico. 


Sixty Federals Killed. 

Brownsville, Tex., March 7.—Sixty Mexican 
federals, including six officers, were killed 
in a battle Wednesday in the hills between 
Monte Marelos and Cadercyta, in Nuevo 
Leon, according to news received today at 
in Mata- 
moros. 

The rebels said they lost twodead. Seven 
of their men were wounded, including two 
officers, Capt. Antonis Choa and Capt. 
Dionisio Denavides. 


Foreign Exchange Rate Rises. 

Mexico City, March 7.—The rate of for- 
eign exchange here reached the new high 
point today of 350 for 100. 

The banks were flooded with demands for 
such exchange based largely onathe an- 
nouncement by the government of the es- 
tablishment of a bank of issue with un- 
salable bonds as collateral. 

The banks today were offering 330 for 100, 
and predictions were current that rates would 
reach 400 to 100 in the near future. Prices 
of food stuffs and all imported necessities 
are rising correspondingly.

SEEK VICTORY IN 1916. 


U. 8. Senator Sterling Flails 
Democrats and Pleads for 
Party Reunion. 


The 1916 Club of Illinois yesterday began 
Operations in the open to reorganize and 
rehabilitate the Republican party in county 
and state and “ to carry Illinois for the Re- 
publican ticket in 1916,"" Such was the an- 
nouncement of President Edward J. Brun- 
dage at a dinner at Hotel La Salle yester- 
day. 

Three hundred were seated at the tables, 
including many women and representatives 
of Republican factions. United States Sena- 
tor Thomas Sterling of South Dakota was 
the chief speaker. He said the Democratic 
party in a year has demonstrated its in- 
capacity to govern, pointing to its record on 
the tariff and on civil service. He asserted 
the time is ripe for Republican-Progressive 
reconciliation. 


At the Speakers’ Table, 

At the speakers’ table with President Brun- 
dage and Senator Sterling were James A. 
Patten, William B. Austin, Bernard W. 
Snow, William Hale Thompson, William J. 
Pringle, Robert S. Iles, Eawin A. Munger, 
John F. Smulski, and Dr. John Dill Robert- 
son, president of the Lorimer club. 

Mr. Brundage said that John F. Devine, 
chairman of the Republican county commit- 
tee, had been unavoidedly detained by busi- 
ness just before the dinner, and that Post- 
master D. A. Campbell was detained else- 
where, 

Among those present who were conspicu- 
ous in the Progressive campaign of 1912 were 
Ralph C. Otis, member of the board of edu- 
eation, and Alexander Fyffe. In the list of 
guests were many present and former mem- 
bers of the legislature and of the city coun- 
cil. No Republicans who are known as active 
leaders in the Deneen organization were 
there, Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman, who 
had been expected, will not reach Chicago 
until tomorrow. 

Leadership Up to Illinois. 

Senator Sterling argued it is up to Illinois 
to take the leadership in obtaining party re- 
amalgamation. 

“I cannot help but think that the Demo- 
cratic party hagin the one short year since it 
came into power been tried and found want- 
ing. Old traditions and beliefs cling to that 
party, too, but they are of a different kind. 
They are a handicap instead of a help. They 
depress rather than inspire, and are not in ac- 
cord with the spirit and purpose of a pro- 
gressive American people. 

“If there be a crisis it is one precipitated 
and forced upon us by the policies of the 
Democratic party lately enacted or yet td be 
enacted into law. 

“Tf I am right in this ‘ines let there be a 
‘call to arms.’ Let loyalty to the party that 
has been tried, the party for whose deeds 
the nation is yet grateful, instead of fac- 
tionalism, guide and contre] our councils and 
our conduct. 

“The menace, the danger to our national 
wellbeing is of that magnitude that the call 
is not alone the call of party; it is the call 
of patriotism. It is a call especially to every 
voter who on the 18th day of June, 1912, was 
a Republican, and who believed that the 
principles and policies for which that party 
stood were the product of the best political 
thought and meant most for the common 
good.” : 

Cites Tariff Errors. 

The senator held that the Democratic party 

had shown its incapacity to govern by its 


“ farmers” schedules and said that Argen- 
tine corn had become the real “* yellow peril ” 
to the corn belt of the west. 

In three vital spots, he said, the Democratic 
administration has riddled their civil service 
reform pledges. He cited the appointments 
of hundreds of income tax collectors, deputy 
United States marshals, and employés of the 
new federal reserve board, without the pro- 
visions of the national merit law. 


Calls for Republican Reunion. 

Senator Sterling concluded: 

“TY trust we may see the absurdity, the 
futility of this division among mén whose 
political beliefs are fundamentaily the same; 
who ought to be united in defense or in the 
promotion of a common cause. and I venture 


to say that from the standpoint of pure | 


patriotism and that desire for the country’s 
good which ought to influence the political 
conduct of every citizen, we should be able 
to make our personal sacrifices and perhaps 
for the time subordinate our personal ambi. 
tion for the common good. 

“Tf here in my old state of Illinois, herein 
your county of Cook, your great city of Chi- 
cago, you as Republicans are divided in 
your councils, remember the trite old maxim, 
‘In union there is strength,’ ‘ United we 
stand, divided we fall,’ and, divided, you fell 
in 1912. 

‘Remember that the reasons for division 
among you are often local, transitory, per- 
sonal. The reasons for union are deep, fun- 
damental, abiding. They affect not alone 
your locality, not alone the great state of 
Illinois, but the well being of a nation of 
90,000,000 people.” 


BRYAN URGED TO SUPPORT 
M’SHANE FOB THE SENATE. 


AR, J. Toner Begins His “Nine Rea- 
sons” by Remarking That Candidate 
Is Tall and of Striking Looks. 


Nine reasons bave been advanced to Seo- 
retary William J. Bryan why he dhould sup- 
port James C. McShane as the candida‘e for 
the Democratic nomination for United States 
senator from Llinois. 

The reasons were contained in a letter sent 
to Secretary Bryan on Wednesday by H. J. 
Toner, who, in his letter to Mr. Bryan, says 
that he, ‘“‘ in a large measure is responsible ”’ 
for the McShane candidacy. 

‘* These reasons,” the letter says, “are 
based upon the assumption that it is the de- 
sire of all right thinking Democrats to ac- 
complish the defeat of one Roger C. Sulli- 
van.”

DOWN WITH SPOILSMEN.

Ask New Charter for Chicago and 
Restored Control of Pub- 
lie Utilities. 


The platform on which Progressive candi- 
dates for aldermen will run on April 7 in 
Chicago was adopted yesterday at a joint 
conference of the county committee and 
party nominees in the City club. 

Failure to take a stand on the subway and 
terminal questions or on proposed bond issues 
is said to have provoked a spirited discussion 
at the meeting, which was helg behind closed 
doors. Those opposed to mentioning these 
subjects, however, carried their point. 

‘The platform indorses a state constitutional 
convention as a means of sectring a new 
charter for Chicago, also legislative action 
authorizing nonpartisan municipal elections 
and local application of the initiative, refer- 
endum, and recall, equal suffrage, and the 
short ballot. 

The action of the general assembly in de- 
priving Chicago of control over its local pub- 
lic utilities is denounced, and a demand is 
made for the restoration of these powers to 
the city. The immediate establishment of a 
local departnient of public utilities is favored. 


Tax Board Consolidation. 

Consolidation of the nineteen taxing bodies 
of Chicage is approved. Such a union, it is 
pointed out, would accomplish a saving of at 
least $1,500,000 a year. 

Opposition to the proposed extension of 
the aldermanic term to four years is an- 
nounced. Demand is made that Chicago's 
government shall be divorced from politica— 
including police, street cleaning, building in- 
spection, garbage removal, and transporta- 
tion. 

A further demand is made that no private 
or political interest should prevent the 
strictest regulation of dance halle, pool- 
rooma, moving picture housea, and other 
places of amusement. 

Prompt execution of the recommenda- 
tfons of the vice commission of three years 
ago is asked, also an increase in the number 
of playgrounds, small parks, bathing beach- 
es, and bathhouses; the extension of the 
use of public schools as neighborhood cen- 
tera, cheaper textbooks for school children, 
and continvation schools for industrial edu- 
cation. 


Down with Spoilsmen. 

Municipal ownership of garbage plants and 
the collection, removal, and disposal of gar- 
bage by the city without the intervention of 
spoilamen also is demanded. It is suggested 
the health department be given full contro} 
and be charged with the responsibility of the 
service. Reorganization of the health de- 
partment is favored, also appropriations ade- 
quate to the needs of public sanitation. 

The creation of a department of public wel- 
fare headed by an expert having a wide 
knowledge of labor problems, including a bu- 
reau of labor for the practical relief of the 
unemployed, also is urged. The establish- 
ment of a system of municipal markets as 
one means of reducing the high cost of living 
is favored, and the vote stealing in the No- 
vember election of 1912 is denounced. A cor- 
rupt practices act is approved. 

The preamble of the platform claims for 
the Progresstve party the credit of having 
made possible the enfranchisement of women 
and women voters are invited to give special | 
attention to the principles enumerated.

Campaign Made by Senators. 
“The senators have made our campaign 
for us. Our friends have made unanswera+ 
ble arguments and our opponents have not 

presented anything to controvert them. 
‘“‘No matter what may be the result of 
the vote on the pending constitutional amend- 
ment, the ultimate results will be our enfran- 
chisement. Just think of the number of 
senators who were for suffrage, but did not 
want it brought about by amendment to the 
United States constitution. That shows 
which way the wind blows. It shows thé 
sentiment in their home states. It presages 

our specdy victory fn the near future. 


Says Suffragists Are Satisfied. 
“We are well satisfied with what we havé 


accomplished in Washington this winter. 
We have advanced the cause of suffrage by 


leaps and bounds, surveying the field from 


this point of vantage, and after listening to 
the debates in the senate we are assured of 
success. 

‘‘Many senators, who sald they could not 
vote for the ameridment, deciared that wom- 
an suffrage Was as sure to come as the com- 
ing of the day.

TAX MAY BARE AW TIOLATORS | | 


Failure to Report Fall Income 
Imperils Some Rich Men. 


UP. TO SECRETARY M’ADOO 


Fact That Retarns Must Be Held Con- 
fidential Handicaps Suits. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Special.}— 
There is much speculation here as to Whether 
Secretary McAdoo will permit Attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds to search the income tax 
returns for the purpose of finding violators 
of the Shermen anti-trust law. 

The matter Ifkely will be presentéd to the 
secretary of the treasury shortly by the de- 
partment of fusti¢ce. Information has been 
filed with the latter department that certain 
individuals have made large earnings by 
pooling agreements, and that these earnings 
can be shown by their income tax returns. 
The income tax law provides that all sources 
of income must be sworn to. 

No instructions have been sent out to the 
collectors of internal revenue by the secre- 
tary of the treasury to check up on the in- 
come tax statements to see if violators of the 
Sherman law can be found in them. 


Face to Face with Fines. 

A person who fails to make a correct report 
on his income, together with all sources, is 
subject to a fine of $2,000 and imprisonment 
for one year. He also is s»bject to prosecu- 
tion for perjury, Wits « penalty on conviction 
of $2,000 fine and five years’ imprisonment, 

On the other hand, if a person has made 
money through pools or other devices oper- 
ating in violation of the Sherman law he is 
subject to a fine of $2,000 and imprisonment 
for one year. 

Consequently violators of the Sherman law 
are in a dilemma. 

A way for eascapée was pointed out to them 
by congress, which provided in the income 
| tax law that the returns should be held con- 
. fidential. 
| The secretary of the treasury is master of 

the situation, however. If he decides the re- 
| turns are confidential only as regards private 
parties he cannot be prevented from turning 
them over either to the attorney general or 
étate officials for evidence in criminal pro- 
ceedings. 


Secretary McAdoo Holds Key. 

On the other hand, neither the attorney 
genéral nor any state official has any power 
|} to compel the secretary of the treasury to 
turn the income tax statements ovér to them 
for perusal. The whole matter is up to him. 

So little time has elapsed since the first 
returns were due that no formal steps have 
been taken by the department of justice to 
get hold of them. Such 4 step is contemplat- 
ed, however. Possibly the attorney general 
will take the matter up with the secretary 
of the treasury as soon as he is ready to pro- 
ceed. Then they may reach a mutual under- 
| standing. 

Secretary McAdoo today declined to state 
what his attitude would be either as to the 
attorney general or state officials until called 
upon to decide.

The FF iadon already has called atten- 
tion to the misrepresentation of finances 
by the New Haven and the Frisco railroad 
systems. These conditions were disclosed 
by special inquiries independent of the pro- 
ceedings which revealed the St. Paul and 
other cases yet to be reported. 

‘$t. Paul First to Be Caught. 

The commussion says the st. Paui was the 
frst of the instances of irregularities dis- 
covered. Of the policy of the commission 
en accounting irregularities in the future the 
report says: 

“We have regarded the interval since the 
promulgation of the earlier and more im- 
portant classifications as a formative period 
and have patiently considéred and aisposed 
of the questions that have arisen under them. 
it should also be said that during this forma- 
tive period we have not invoked the penal- 
ties of the law against carriers and thelr 
ofciails for errors and failures to observe 
our rules and regulations. As these matters 

have come to light they have been corrected, 
after being called to the attention of the 
carriers involved. 

“The formative period must now be con- 
dered as having come to an end, so tar 
as all the important principles and requiré: 
ments of our regulations are concerned, and 
we shall hereafter expect a more exact ob- 
eervance of the prescribed accounting sys- 
tems by the carriers and their officials.”

. Points Benefits of Dissolutions. 
- “ The companies were separated, forbidden 
by the court's decree to combine or consoli- 
date anéw, and in the case of the tobacco 
companies, forbidden to have common offi- 
cers, common directors, or common agents. 
“*T said at the time of the dissolution that 


those facts inevitably would lead to a fur- 


ther severance of interest. Large holders, 
finding that competition between the com- 
panies could not be prevented, would sell 
their holdings in some of the companies and 
concentrate their intérésts in one company, 
or in two or more that were not in compe- 
tition with each other. The critics were im- 
patient. They could not await results and 
much mifrepreséntation and public misunder- 
standing followed. 

*“ But the process I foresaw has been go- 
ing on and still is. The Rockefeller ine 
terests have sold their stock in the Waters- 
Pierce refineries to the Henry Clay Pierce 
interests. 

Sees Centering Sf Interests. 

“Very shortly after the dissolution of the 
tobacco trust, its stock in the United Cigar 
Stores company was‘sold to outside interests. 
The Reynolds company increased its stock 
from $7,000,000 to $20,000,000, and the twenty- 
nine individual defendants—the men who had 
built up and controlled the trust—being en- 
joined from increasing their holdings, the in- 
creased stock went into otherhands. James 
B. Duke has centered his interests largely 
in the British-American company.

Sexton Rules No Discrimination 
May Be Shown in Regard 
to Theaters. 


The decision of Maj. Funkhouser and the 
censorship board in refusing to isstie a per- 
mit for the exhibition of the moving picture 
film, “ Traffic in Souls,” was upheld yes- 
terday by Mayor Harrison. 

The executive also wae influenced by the 
consideration that the issuance of a permit 
for films of thie character would necessitate 
issuing them ot Oar Site Weare simi- 
lar subjects. 


Mayor Explains His Attitude. 

“There is all the difference in the world 
between a picture shown generally and one 
exhibited at a high priced theater, attended 
only by adults, who are fully informed as to 
ite character in advance,” said the mayor. 
* If this film were to be shown to the proper 
audietice and if it could be kept out of the 
Smal showe attended by children, I would 
be inclined to iseue a permit. 

“ But I am told by Mr. Sexton you can’t 
make fish of one and fowl of another. If we 
grant a permit for its exhibition in a cer- 
tain theater it would be filegal for the city 
to refuse a permit for any other theater. 
Unfortunately, the city is not permitted te 
establish an elastic censorship. Therefore, 
I cannot see any reason for overruling Maj, 
Funkhouser.” 

“Ttise remarkable film, however, and un- 
der proper atiepices would inculcate a moral 
lesson and @ healthy warning. But it would 
be disastrous to have pictures of that kind 
exhibited in outlying ‘movie’ shows, at- 
tended by children of both sexes.”

** How have you stood all night—what wes 
your average?” 

* Eight to four.” 

* You think you cannot agree?’

“ Gentlemen, what have you to gay?’ said 
the court, turning to the lawyers. 

“I don’t think there is any use going further 
with the jury,”’ said Attorney Clarence 8S. 
Darrew for the defendants. Mr. Northup ac- 
quiesced and the court then discharged the 
jury. 


Judge Praises the Jurors.

Seores British Parliament for 
Endless Debates on Matters Po- 
litical, While Rotten Abuses 
of All Sorts Go Uncorrected. 


LONDON, March 7.—John Galsworthy has 
ad@ressed a spirited letter on the omissions 
of parliament to the editor of the Times. 

“I am moved to speak out what I and, I 
am sure, many others are feeling,’’ writes Mr.

“ And yet we sit and suffer such barbarities 
and mean cruelties to go on among us as 
must dry the heart of God. 


Against the Nation’s Conscience. 
“I cite a few only of the abhorrent things 
done daily, daily left undone; done and left 
undone, without shadow of dowbt, against | 
the conscience and general will of the com- | 
munity: 

** Sweating of women workers. 

“Insufficient feeding of child@ren. 

“ Employment of boys on work that to all 
intents ruins their chances in after life~es 
mean a thing as can well be done. 

“ Foul housing of those who have as much | 
right as you and I to the first decencies of 
life. 

** Consignment of paupers (that is, of those 
without money or friends) to lunatic asylums 
on the certificate of one doctor, the certifi- 
cate of two doctors being essential in the 
case of a person who has money or friends. 


Cruelties on Every Hand. 

“ Export of horses worn out in work for 
Englishmen—save the mark!—export that for 
a few pieces of blood money delivers up old | 
and faithful servants to wrebtchedness. 

** Mutilation of horses by docking, so that 
they suffer, offend the eye, and are defenee- 
less against the attacks of files that would 
drive men so treated crazy. 

“ Caging of wild things, especially wild 
song birds; by those who themselves think 
liberty the breath of life, the jewel above 
price. 

“Slaughter for food of millions of crea- 
tures every year by obsolete methods that 
none but the interested defend. 

“ Importation of the plumes of ruthlessly 
slain wild birds, mothers with young in the 
nest, to decorate our gentiewomen. 


Suffered ‘Year by Year. 

* Such es these—shameful bardvarities done 
to helpless creatures—we suffer among us 
year after year. They are admitted to be 
anathema; in favor of their abolition there 
would be found at any moment a round ma- 
jority of unfettered parliamentary and gen- 
eralopinion. Oneandall they are removebie, 
and many of them by small expenditure of 
parliamentary time, public money, and ex- 
pert care. 

“ Almost any one of them is productive of 
more suffering to innocent and helpless crea- 
tures, human or not, and probably of more 
secret harm te our spiritual life, more dam- 
age to human nature, than, for example, the 
admission or rejection of tariff reform, the 
disestablishment or preservation of the Welsh 
church, I would almost say than the granting 
or nongranting of home rule—quesetions that 
sop up ad infinitum the energies, the interest, 
the time of those we elect and pay to manage 
our business. 


“Rotten, Stinking Sores.” 

"And I say it is rotten that for mere Warit 
of parliamentary interest and time we cannot 
have manifest and stinking sores such as 
these treated and banished once for all from 
the nation’s body. I say it is rotten that due 
time and machinery cannot be found te deal 
with these and other barbarities to man and 
beast, concerning which, in the main, no real 
controversy exists—rotten that their remova! 
should be left to the mercy of the ballot, to 
private members’ bills, liable to be obstruct- 
ed; or to the hampered and inadequate ef- 
forte of eocieties unsupported by legislation.

Parliament to Be Held 
on April 26. 


(sP&ctat, CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNSD.] 

PARIS, March 7-—<Although the date for 
the general elections has been fixed for April 
26, active electoral campaigning will not be- 
gin until the chamber is dissolved, This 
can be done before April 5 if the government 
so wishes. 

No official list of the candidates yet exista, 
and as the chamber is divided into many 
groupa, the difference between some of 
which it is difficult for a foreigner to under- 
etand, the elections cannot be compared with 
those of a country where the candidates are 
divided into parties. 

Opposition for Ministers.

M. Aristide 
Briand has four competitors, and Abbé Le- 
mire, whose election as one of the vice pres- 
identa of the chamber got him into trouble 
with the vatican authorities, is challenged 
by M. Haeckel. 

The Duc de Choiseul-Praslin, who married 
Mrs. Hamilton Paine of Boston, seeks elec- 
tion at Rouen. Jules Vedrines, the aviator, 
will try egain at LAmoux, 

Eighteen journalists are among the candi- 
dates. These include M. Tardteu of the 
Temps and Paul Hyacinthe Loyson. 


ELECTIONS IN SPAIN. 
{SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.) 

MADRID, March 7.—The general elections 
about to take place in Spain promise to be 
most interesting, and, while the government 
will certainly obtain a working majority, it 
is more than probable that a good many sur- 
prises are in store. 

Not only is the Conservative party divided, 
but also the Liberal. To add to the general 
confusion there a number of ex-Republicans 
who are rallying to the support of the mon- 
archy have formed a reform party. 

There are thus no fewer than five brands 
of monarchist candidate. The Republican 
party is also suffering from the effects of a 
split, and Radicals and Socialists are wag~- 
ing war on one another, more or less openly, 
tn pretty well every constituency. 


Government to Get Majority. 

Complicated as the position may appear, 
it is anticipated that the government will 
get a majority of 240 votes in the chamber 
of deputies, while only forty Republicans 
are expected to get in. The date of the elec- 
tions for the chamber is March 8, while the 
elections for the senate will take place on 
March 22. The new cortes will meet on | 
April 2. 

The senate, or upper house of the cortes, 
consists of 3600 members, of whom one-half 
are hereditary, official, or life members and 
one-half elective. The chamber is formed 
by deputies in the proportion of one to every 
$0,000 Of the population. There are in all 406 
members of the lower house. Ail males over 
the age of 25 are voters.

CAPTURE PRIZES. 


Students from United States, 
Germany, and the English Col- 
onies Make a Good Showing in 
Work at University of Oxford. 


Che Mara Times 


LONDON, Feb. 25.—The annual statement 
of the Rhodes scholarship trust shows that 
Guring 1018 seventy-four scholars, repre- 
senting ali the principal colonies, the United 
States, and Germany, entered the University 
of Oxford as Rhodes scholars. Seventy-six 
others completed their course, in most cases 
of three years, and returned to their own 
countries. 

The whole number of scholars In residence 
during the year as undergraduates was 175; 
aix ex-scholars continued in residence for 
the purpose of further study; five more hed 
temporary leave of absence; two held tellow- 
ships at Oxford ‘ | 
Altogether the system would seem to have 
introduced inte the university about one-pev- 
enteenth of the whole student body. 


Seek the Honor Schools. | 
In the statistics given only three sch

| are mentioned as working for a pass | de- 


gtee. Bn trance for the honor schools must 
therefore be the general rule among the men. 
In these echooils their record is good, andthe 


list includes ten first, twenty-one second, 
fifteen third, and five fourth classes. | 
This probably represents results rly 


equal to those obtained by the ordinary hold- 
ers of open scholarships at the university. 
In this competition with home students it is 
semewhat difficult to appraise comparative 
merit. 

The English scholar has usually the ad- 
vantage of prolonged training at highly or- 
ganized preparatory and secondary schools; 
the ithodes scholar has gtnerally one or two 
years advantage in age, together with same 
university experience, but he has usually 
vicked up his knowledge in a more casual 
way, and without special reference to Oxfprd 
standards. 


Stand Well Except in Classics. 
On the whole, the men seem to be standing 
the test of Oxford competition fairly wall 
all subjects except classics. Only one fi 
class was obtained in Literae Humaniores, 
and that by an American scholar from the 
Pacific coast. 

On the other hand, in the school of juris- 
prudence five firsts were gained in the sum- 
mer of 1018 out of seven awarded. The pres- 
ence of the scholars at Oxford has apparent- 
ly affected this school more than any other. 

In ¢conomics a diploma “ with distinc- 
tion’? was taken by one German, two Amer- 
icans, and one Australian. This field of study 
appears to bave epecial attractions for the 
Geraian scholars. 

The university prizes won during the year 
include a Vinerian scholarship in law, the 
Davies Chinese scholarship, the Beit prise 
in colonial history, the Robert Herbert memo- 
rial prize, the Charles Oldham prize for an 
essay on classical literature, the Matthew 
Arnold prize for an essay in English litera- 
ture, and the Gladstone memorial prize. 


Success of American Scholars. 

While most of these can scarcely be reck- 
oned among the major prizes of the univer- 
sity, they show that the scholars are taking 
a fair share in the intellectual competition of 
the place. The proportion of these successes 
gained during 1913 by American scholars was 
larger than in past years. 

An object of undergraduate ambition valued 
quite as much as university prizes is that 
of the presidency of the union, held for the 
first time by a Rhodes scholar during the last 
summer term. 

In Oxterd’s competitions with Cambridge 
the echolars took a considerable part—one, 
an Australian, in rowing; five, mostly South 
Africans, in football; five, chiefly Americans, 
in athietic sports; two in lawn tennis; one 
each in cross country running and water 
sports. Notice is taken in the report of the 
new regulations of the University Athletic 


Upon Leaving the University. 

Some interest attaches to that part of the 
report which deals with the occupations of 
the men after leaving the university. 

Of 431 ex-scholars in this list 144 have 
turned to educational work, 131 to law, 47 
to the civil service of the empire, Germany, 
or the United States, 25 to medicine, 18 
business, the same number to the church, an 
smaller numbers to journalism, scientific 
work, and farming. 

Of the 431 only 11 are traced as having 
taken up work in England, and in most even 
of these cases the employment here may be 
temporary.

ROME, March 7.The United States has 
been officially notified of Italy’s acceptance 
of an invitation to participate in the Panama 
Pacific exposition at San Francisco in a writ- 
ten note which was delivered at the Ameri- 
can embassy and forwarded to Washington 
this week. 

The terms of the note have not been pub- 
lished, but it is known that there are certain 
reservations connected with the American 
immigration bill which will necessitate fur- 
ther negotiations. Italy's consent to partici- 
pate in the exposition is so worded that it 
can be withdrawn at the eleventh hour. 

Count Macchi di Cellere, the new Italian 
ambassador at Washington, has followed ali 
the negotiations in regard to the participa- 
tion in the exposition closely. He was pres- 
ent at all the conferences at the foreign of- 
fice and took stenographic notes of what was 
said in such style that Ira Nelson Morris, 
the exposition commissioner, aseumed that 
he was a clerk, The count will sail shortly 
for his new post. 

Meanwhile ex-Mayor Enrico Nathan, who 
has been appointed Italian commissioner to 
the exposition, insists that no Italian ex- 
hibits shall be displayed outeide the Italian 
pavilion, and artistic exhibits are to be ex- 
cluded. As a result Italian artiete have de- 
cided to boycott the exposition and leading 
manufacturers are not Keen about sending 
exhibits. 

The exhibit probably will be mainly a state 
display of the government measures for the 
development of the country, such ae the free 
distribution of quinine to combat malaria, 
hydraulic improvements for draining marshy 
land, and the efforte which are being made 
to combat illiteracy. 


LITERARY PRIZES ANNOUNCED. 


‘French Academy Publishes List of 


Awards Open to Competi- 
tion for 1914. 


(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBS.] 

PARIS, March 7—The French academy 
publishes a list of literary prizes, which are 
open to competition in 1914. They number 
twenty-nine and are of the value of 102,000 
franes ($20,400). 

They vary from 18,500 francs ($3,700) for 
the Montyon prize for work that hase been 
the most useful to moregls, and 12,000 francs 
($2,400) for the best translation from Greek, 
to 1,000 francs ($200) for a book of literary 
utility. 

Literary prizes are so common in France 
that a woman author is now advertising her 
latest novel as the only book of the year 
which did not receive a prize. 

The difficulty in making the awards is so 
great that the academy has twice failed to 
award its own grand prix of 10,000 francs 
($2,000) for a prose work ef imagination of 
elevated character, which was inatituted in 
1911. It was not awarded that year. In 
1912 it was awarded to Andre Laffont for 
his ‘“‘ Pupil Gilles.” In 1913 it went to Romain 
Rolland for “ Jean Christophe,”’ which hard- 
ly fulfilled the conditions, es a volume ofa 
series rather than a separate work. 

In 1914 there were two candjdates for the 
prize. Each received nine votes, and it was 
not awarded.

immorality. Particular objection is raised to 
the sd-calied ‘“‘ Animierkneipen," or “ani- 
mation bars,” places where the guests are 
encouraged ‘to drink as much as possible. 
All these resorts have barmaids whose great- 
est assets, from the standpoint of the house, 
are their good looks and ability to put away 
drink for drink with their customers. These 
women work on percentage, which naturally 
spurs them to seil as many drinks as possible. 
The difficulty in combating places of this 
sort by a general law is found in the fact that 
a great number of highly respectable places 
employ women as barmaids or waiters. In 
south Germany, indeed, the female waiter is 
the rule. In view of this the federal council 
bill leaves it to the governments of the indi- 
vidual federal states to make regulations 
governing the employment, manner of eccu- 
pation, and method of paying women em- 
| ployés. 

It is probable that the adoption of the bill 
will be followed by measures on the part of 
the Prussian government to decrease greatly, 
if not wipe out entirely, the ‘“‘ animation 
bars ’’ and similar resorts of the capital city. 


EDUCATION IN ITALY. 

ROME, March 7.—A committee of pharma- 
cists has undertaken organized effort to heip 
enforce the new laws against alcoholism in 
Italy, the outgrowth of the recent interna- 
tional congress held in Milan. A circular 
issued by the committee reads: 

“The superior council of public health 
recognizes that grave effects from intem- 
perance have not as yet shown themselves 
in Italy, but it considers conditions favorable 
for starting an anti-alcoholic campaign, par- 
ticularly in the form of|prevention. 

‘* With the purpose of insuring a more effi- 
eacious defense against the insiduous ad- 
vances of intemperance we recommend: 

“1. That courses of education in hygiene, 
including particularly the dangers of alcohol- 
ism, be instituted in. the public schools and 
that in sections where the evils of acoholism 
already exist more forcible propaganda be 
instituted under auspices of the police. 

“2 That*the government shall favor the 
institution of asylums for’ the care and cure 

of. drunkards.’ oy

Opponents of the jury 
system will exploit the Miclezynski verdict 
as an indication of the perils of allowing men 
charged with crime to be tried by their peers. 
It is manifest that the sympathy of jurors 
can just as easily lead to an unjust acquittal 
as it is that their antipathies can bring about 
an unjust ccnviction. ‘The verdict of the

though humanly intelligible.”

PRUSSIAN CONTROL FAILS. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
BERLIN, March 7.—Half a century of 


of Schleswig-Holstein, which has been pass- 
ing in review with the semi-eentennial cele- 
bration of the conquering of the province, 
is being generally considered as a fallure. 

The Danish people of northern Schleswig 
today are more unreconciled and more antl- 
Prussian than ever. Although the younger 
generation knows nothing at first hand of 
the days when the province was vanish, the 
thousands of Danes have declined to partic- 
ipate in the celebrations which are being 
held. 

By the treaty of Prague, which terminated 
the Prusso-Austrian war, Austria renounced 
all claim to Schleswig-Holstein, but insisted 
that there should be a plobiscite in northern 
Schieswig, and that if the inhabitants of 
any defined district should vote in favor of 
remaining Danish subjects, such territory 
was to be ceded back to Denmark. Twelve 
years later, at the Vienna conference, this 
paragraph was secretly revoked. 


Cling to Danish Tongue. 

Not until February, 1879, was the fact made 
known, as the resul* of which over 60,000 
Danes left the prvuvince, But northern 
Schleswig from the borders of Denmark as 
far south as Flensburg still is occupied by 
over 160,000 Danes. Practically the only 
German speaking persons in the district are 
the Prussian officials. 

Efforts of the authorities to prevent the 
Danes from coming together in associations 
or other gatherings, manifested particularly 
in threats of governmental displeasure to 


by the Danes through the erection of some 
fifty assembly halls in various towns. They 
still refer to themselves as ** must-Prus- 
sians,’’ Prussions by compulsion. 

Much of the same state of affairs exists in 
east Prussia and Posen among the Poles. 


- Despite the fact that, unlike the Danes, they 


do not occupy any considerable territory 
exclusively, they have firmly resisted the 
Prussian efforts to wean them from their 
mother tongue and their own customs. 


Prussia Expends Vast Sum. 
Prussia has expended nearly $250,000,000 
in expropriating Polish landowners and 
settling Germans on the land thus acquired, 


larger today than ever before. 

There are manifold indications that Prus- 
sia’s treatment of alien races subject to ft is to 
be much severer in the future. The Prussian 
authorities of a small Danish town have 
just refused to permit the president of a 
Danish uhiversity to make a public address 
in the Danish tongue on methods of com- 
bating the housefly. 

Permission to give a concert has been re- 
fused on the ground that Danish songs ap- 
peared on the program beside songs from 
German composers. 

It is only a few weeks since Roald Amund- 
sen was forbidedn to lecture in Norwegian, 
a prohibition later rescinded in face of public 
sentiment. 

A series of six addresses in Alsace by 
prominent French public men was to have 
been completed by an address by the editor 
of a Paris paper. This address has just 
been prohibited, undoubtedly in compliance 
to instructions from Bertin.

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GERMAN WAR CHIEF 
ASKS MORE MEN. 


50,000 Additional Recruits 
Must Be Called to the Colors 
Every Year, Declares Gen. von 
Bernhardi, Cavalry Tactician. 


BERLIN, March 7.—Fifty thousand more 
recruits must be called to the colois+ve y 
year and the .erm of service increased from 
two years to thirty months if the German 
army is to be kept at full strength and effi- 
ciency, according to Gen. Von Bernhardi, 
cavalry tactician, who supports the cam- 
paign for increased appropriations for the 
army, 

He argues that even the increase of 155,000 
men yvcted in July will not exhaust the sup- 
Piy of possidie recruits, stimateés or tne 
mumber of able bodied men who will escape 
conscription vary from 80,000 to 70,000, 


These men, if not trained, will not be avail- 


able for service in the next great European 
war, which Von Bernhardi is convinced is 
impending, and one or two hundred thou- 
sand possible soldiers of the younger genera- 
tion would be left at home while an equa’ 
number of older men with families woul? 
be mobilized in their places. 


To Increase Peace Strength. 

He proposes to remedy this by a law au- 
tomatically regulating the peace strength 
of the army at a fixed ratio of the popula- 
tion, calculated on the full percentage of able 
bodied men 20 years old. 

Other demands to the reichstag, he says, 
include increase of the transport and of the 
aerial fleet, bicycle detachments to accom- 
pany the cavalry, more anti-balloon can- 
non, and a further development of wireless 
telegraphy. 

Though not boasting openly, the mfflitary 
authorities are satisfied with the develop- 
ment of the aerial division of the army. 
More than half of the 600 licensed pilots 
are available for military service. They are 


, trained for reliability rather than for spec- 


tacular stunts, and have been flying steadily 
throughout the winter in all kinds of weath- 
er, always entrusted with some military 
task. German aviators now hold both dis- 
tance and duration records for the world. 


Dirigible Balloon Advance. 


In dirigibie bailooning there is a steady | 


advance, despite disasters. The latest mill- 
tary Zeppelin, which has just crossed Ger- 
many in a trial trip at a speed of sixty-five 
miles an hour, has a cru‘sing radius at a 
height of a mile and a quarter. It will carry 
a more efficient battery of machine guns 
than its predecegsrors and has a new device 
to Carry escaping gases clear of the car 
and. prevent explosions like that which de- 
stroyed the second naval airship. 

Another invention. to be tried out on ene 
of the Parseval balloons, is an unsinkable 
gondola, entirely inciosed in watert'ght 
sheet siee]. The gondola, which resembles a 
submarine, can be quickly detached from the 
body of the airship, if the latter is driven 
down upon the surface of the sea, and will 
float for a day or more, Practical testr 
will soon be begun. 


American Officers Observers, 

The American general staff {cllows these 
and other developments in the German army 
with the closest attention, and intends, it is 
understood, to send over more observers to 
Germany in the future.

LATEST TRICK OF MILITANTS. 


Act of “Suffrajitsu” Is Being Taught 
to Would-Be Disturbers of 
Pubiic Meetings. 


LONDON, March 7.—The latest develop- 
ment of suffraget militancy is the art of 
* suffi:ajitsu."” Militants who are assigned 
to political meetings and to get in a word for 
suffrage are being coached in the new art, 
the chief feature of which is ability to twine 
arme and legs: around a chair or pillar in such 
a way that it would take a small army of 
ushers or policemen to pry the disturbers 
loose. .

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VIENNA SHUTS OUT 
WOMEN TEACHERS. 


Authorities of the Austrian Cap- 
ital Discriminate in Favor of 
Men in Recruiting Teaching 
Staff of the Publfe Schools. 


VIENNA, March 7.—Women have been shut 
out, temporarily at least, from any new places 
in the teaching staffs of the Vienna’ public 
schools. Thecry of unjust discrimination has 
been raised and the whole question of wom- 
en's employment in Austria is under review. 

The exclusion of women candidates for 
teachers in the public schools is taken »y the 
Vienna city council on the ground that “ 80 
few vacancies exist that no further applica- 
tions for employment of women teachers will 
be received until further notice,"’ Nothing 
is said, however, about men'‘teacWers. 

Since the population is increasing steadily 
and new schools are constantly required, the 
council’s action is regarded as extraordinary. 
Some trace it to the agitation among women 
teachers for pay on equal terms with men. 


Women Paid Less than Men. 

At present women teachers are paid ona far 
lower scale than their male colleagues, al- 
though they perform the same work and have 
been required to go through exactly. the same 
course of preparation and to take the same 
examination asthe men. For sometime past 
they have been voicing their complaints at 
this treatment, alleging that nearly all the 
best positions in the schools are reserved for 
men. 

The Christian Socialist majority fn thecity 
council, however, argues that as women are 
not heads of families with children dependent 
upon them for support they have no claim te 
be paid as high salaries as men. The women 
deny that this has anything to do with the 
case, and say that even if it had they, too, 
often are called upon to support aged parents 
or younger brothers and sisters. 

Throughout Austria the employment of 
women in professional and commercial! o€cu- 
pations is increasing steadily. Young women 
are generally willing to work for lower wages 
and they are constantly crowding: out the 
men. Many of the ticket clerks in the rail- 
way siations are women, and government 


| offices and banks are constamly adding wom- 


en to their staff. 
Special High Schools for Women. 


So serious has the inrush of women into 
those flelds of labor heretofore regarded as 
exclusively masculine become that the Aus- 
trian ministry of public works is trying to off- 
set the consequences by establishing a num- 
ber of high schools for instruction in house- 
hold economy. ! 

The first of these will be opened at the be- 
ginning of the next school year in September. 
The curriculum will be especially directed to~- 
ward training women in domestic science, to 
enable them to occupy administrative posi- 

tions a8 superintendents or heads of public 
institutions. such as hospitals, sanitariums, 
asylums, orphanages, schoola, hotels, and 
boarding houses. 

The course of instruction will extend over 
three years and will include all kinds of ape- 
cial classes, as ‘well as evening classes for 
young women engaged in earning their living 
in business during theday. It is claimed that 
there will not be a single subject jn the plan 
of instruction which wil] not be of service to 
future wives and mothers. | 


FOG IN THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Navigation of the Culebra Cut in the 
Early Morning Hours to Be 
Dangerous. 


PANAMA, March 7.—Navigation of: the 
Ranama canal will have to be regularly sus- 
pended during the early morning hours or 
eizse stringent regulations must be enforced 
tc insure safety on account of fogs i the 
Culebra cut, according to Capt. Hugh Red- 
man, U. 8. N., who is slated to become super- 
intendent of operation. 

It has been found that from midnight antil 
7 or 8 o'clock every morning heavy mists 
and fogs hang in the cut, which even without 
the menace of fog will be one of the most 
difficult parts of the canal for the pilots. 

Capt. Rodman has recently made a number 
of trips through the cut during these hours, 
He says that nearly always the mist was so 
heavy that even his small launch had to slow 
down and feel ite way. His explanation of 
the fogs is the difference between the 
perature of the Chagres river as it fows out 
through the cut and the surrounding atmos- 
phere, causing heavy condensation during the 
late night hours.

- Men ‘of Both Parties Believe 
‘Reference of the Measure to 
_the Voters Would Be Wise.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—One fact stands out 
unmistakably clear from the three by-elec- 
tions heid last week, namely, that if a gen- 
eral election were to take place at once, the 
Unionist party would not be justified in hop- 
ing for such a swing of the pendulum as 
would return them to power with-an effec- 
tive working majority. 

Furthermore, these by-elections prove the 
impogsibility of confining a general election 
te the question of home: rule, for the sim- 
ple reason that other questions are of more 

immediate interest to large bodies of the elec- 
torate. 

Those who realize the imminent danger of 
civil war in Ireland, and who would there- 
fora subordinate all other issues to the set- 
tlement of the Irish question, are compelled 
to recognize, as the result of these by-elec- 
tions, that the public remains generally 
apathetic about home rule. 


Skeptical ag to Civil War. 
“Bither from lack of imagination, or be- 
Cause their minds are preoccupied with the 


| 


more immediate difficulties of their own daily 
lives, the great body of voters in many parts 
of the country do not believe in the possi- 
bility, of civil war in Ireland. 

Moet of them, ag I have said before, are 
sick and tired of the eternal Irish question; 
the sense of the nation, as a whole, is clear- 
ly in favor of granting a measure of home 


oe rule to Nationalist Ireland so as to end the 


matter, though not one voter in ten could 
say. what administrative and economic 
changes will follow from the present bill. 
So far as one can gather from the casual 
opinions of English working men, many of 
them appear to think that a little blood let- 
ting in Ulster might help to settle things one 
way or the other, and that anything would 
be better than to allow Irish politics to con- 
tinue indefinitely to dominate and obstruct 
the business of the imperial parliament. 
Whatever their views may be, it is quite 
certain that a general election confined to 
the home rule issue is impossible. Mr. Dil- 
lon, speaking at York recently, expressed 
the view that the government had arranged 
last week's by-elections so as to test the 
feeling of the electorate on a small scale, 
and to enable Mr. Asquith to proceedqwith 
the bill, reinforced by proof that the con- 
stitutencies revealed no decisive movement 
of popular opinion against the measure. 


Conclusions to Be Drawn. 

This seems, on the face of it, more than 
probable, but as this miniature election was 
fought on the insurance act and on tariff re- 
form almost as much as on home rule there 
are only ‘two reasonable conclusions to be 
drawn from its results. 

These are (1) that either a large ndinbee of 
the electors are too wise to be misled into be- 
lieving in the possibility of civil war in Ire- 
land or (2) that they are too ignorant of the 
real situation to appreciate its. gravity. 
Which leaves us (and Mr. Asquith) much as 
we were before. 

The fact that no overwhelming majority of 
voters in these by-elections was disposed to 
recognize the paramount importance of the 
Irish crisis is a fact with which both the great 


political parties must reckon. That the crisis ! 


ig fraught with real and immediate danger 
to the empire Mr. Asquith and his colleagues 
have frankly admitted. That the public re- 
mains unmoved by this danger makes the sit- 
vation no less perilous. 

Hardly a day passes without bringing new 
and urgent warnings from public men ofripe 
experience and sober judgment, many of 
them eminent Liberals. The latest of these 
warnings comes from Sir West Ridgeway, 


who was during six years undersecretary for | 


Ireland under Mr. Gladstone (1887-1893). He 
does not hesitate to say that the cabinet is 
dominated in this vital question by lawyers 
who are vocationally inclined ‘* to ignore the 
ifiportance of sentiment which, after all, is 
the most powerful factor in most human af- 
feirs.”’ 
Must Satisfy Sentiment. 

The vital. fact which dominates the situa- 
tion in Ulster he finds in the Covenanters’ 
oath, inspired “‘ by the flery sentiment which 
rages in the hearts and minds of Ulster Prot- 
estants, of deep reoted distrust of the Nation- 
alist leaders, and a grim determination noito 
be ruled by a Nationalist government. There- 
fore,” he concludes, “‘ safeguards are useless 
unless they satisfy this sentiment.” 

There is mo doubt that this is true and that 
the government, anxious above all to fulfill its 
pledges to the Nationalists, has underrated 
the force of this implacable sentiment. just 
as the electors underrate it, for want of sym- 
pathy with a point of view which is based on 
religious fanaticism. 

In a leader commenting on the views of Sir 
West Ridgeway, Sir Horace Plunkett. and 
Mr. Frederick Harrison (all of which empha- 
size the danger of allowing the present situa- 
tion ‘to drift), the Times considers.“ that the 
apathy of the public in regard to home rule 
and the possibility of civil war is not accord- 
ing to knowledge or right intuition. It isdue 
mainly to the placidity of modern life, which 
runs its even and monotonous course With 
such changeless regularity that long and in- 
grained habit has relegated the conception of 
a violent interruption or a national shock to 
| the regions of fantastic impossibility.” 


Vivid Religious Differences, 

This also is true to a wide extent. Long 

years of peace and the decay of religious 
beliefs have made it difficult for most Eng- 
lishmen to sympathize with the passionate 
sincerity—call it fanaticism, if you will—of 
the differences which divide Roman Cath- 
olics from Protestants in Ireland. 
. Ae Mr. Garvin (of the Observer) points out, 
in refusing to accept the principle of na- 
tionalism, even when shorn of all practical 
hardships and grievances, Ulster is behaving 
precisely as ‘the American colonies behaved 
when they declined to accept the tea duty, 
even when it had come to represent nothing 
more than the shadow of a principle which 
they hated. And Ulster’s is as dour and in- 
domitable a spirit as that which drove the 
thirteen colonies into open rebellion. 

What then? A general election asa means 
of solving the question by an emphatic cx- 
pression of the electorate’s wishes is evident- 
ly out of the question. Home rule wouid be 
lost to sight amidst the mass of little “live ” 


- | questions that affect the British voter in his 


own home—questions of taxation and hous- 
ing, mationel service, and tariff reform. 

Without the expression of a definite de- 
cision by the people ef Great Britain on 
the specific question of a separate parlia- 
executive for Ireland it is clear 
| that the politicians can reach no solution 
induce Ulster to lay down her

-Sir West Ridgeway, whose opinion carries 
considerable weight amongst Liberals, is in 
favor of the complete exemption of Ulster 
from the scope of the bill and believes that 
Mr. Redmond has everything to gain in the 
long run by agreeing to this arrangement. 

‘ The: Observer, representing the imperial 
Unionist view, urges as the only possible so- 
lution “the exclusion of Ulster, pending the 
establishment of a general’system of true 
federalism, embracing on equa, terms & num- 
ber of undoubtedly subordinaté legisla- 
turew.” 

The Liberal press remains generally op- 
posed to the exclusion of Ulster, though 
some papera go ao far as to suggest allow- 
ing the province a safeguarding option to 
secede at the end of a tentative period. 

The Westminster Gazette, usually inspired 
by high authority in the cabinet, comes for- 
ward with the proposal that the govern- 
ment should appoint a ‘statutory comimis- 
sion of both parties, ‘to devise a. perma- 
nent reconstruction of the government of 
these islands,” a proposal which must com- 
mend itself to many, inasmuch as every day 
brings fresh proof that the present system 
has outlived its practical efficiency. 


Suggestion for Referendum. 

Under these circumstances, and recogn'zing 
that a general election cannot possible settle 
matters, because of its inevitable confusion 
of issues, many moderate men of both parties 
are coming to the opinion that a referendum 
on the specific question of home rule offers 
the best possible means of relieving the gov- 
ernment of the heavy responsibility which it 
must incur if it should force the present bill 
through parliament without affording the 
electorate an opportunity of voting on the 
direct issue. 

A referendum would perforce concentrate 
public attention upon the Irish question to 
the exclusion of all others. It would involve 
no interruption of the ordinary business of 
parliament, nor would it interfere with the 
rest of the government's program under the 
parliament act. 

The recent by-elections have proved be- 
yond all doubt that public opinion is widely 
divided on many vital points, while the desire 
to see the question settled is unmistakable. 
They have also proved that no final opinion 
can be elicited from the electors so long as 
the subject is approached in conjunction with 
other political questions. 


Would Educate the Nation. 

A referendum would serve the purpose of 
educating the nation as to the scope and ef- 
fect of the measure of home rule which the 
bill proposes to confer upon Ireland, and to 
indicate its bearing upon the wider problems 
of imperial federalism which await solution. 

It is, as Mr. Frederic Harrison observes, 
“the only honest way of dealing with the 
present political situation ”’ and of averting 
its most immediate dangers. From the pure- 
ly party point of view it presents objections 
no doubt, but even the partisan extremists 
are beginning to realize that the problem 
which confronts the nation and the empire is 
‘one which can never be satisfactorily dis- 
‘posed of until the voice of the people has 
been heard. 

The verdict of a referendum in favor of 
home rule would end all talk of civilwar. A 
decision against it would mean the settle- 
ment of the Irish question as part of a gen- 
eral scheme of imperia)] federalism. 


WOULD EXPLORE NEW GUINEA. 


Dirigible Expedition Planned to Unex- 
plored Island Denounced as 
Impracticable. — 


BERLIN, March 7.—Lieut. Paul Graetz is 
endeavoring to organize an Anglo-German- 
Holland association to raise $750,000 for an 
expedition by dirigible balloon into the unex- 
plored interior of New Guinea. 

This island, adjoining Australia and some 
800,000 square miles in area, is under the 
sovereignties of Germany, England, and Hol- 
land. Its interior, covered with tropical for- 
ests, inhabited by cannibals and containing 
mountains ranking with the Alps in extent 
and height, is one of the few considerable un- 
explored regions of the earth’s surface. 

Dr. Solf, secretary of state for the colonies, 
says the plan is impracticable and mischie- 
| vous. He says there are few places in the 

heavily timbered country where an airship 

could land, and without landing for pro- 
| tracted periods the expedition could make no 
studies of the natives, the animal and vege- 
| table life, and topographical and physical 
features of the country. 

The interior is a land of perpetual clouds 
and of frequent and violent thunderstorms 
unsuited to airship operations. The natives 
of the interior,would be made even more in- 
tractable by the sight of the dirigible and 
the expedition, if allowed to start, would un- 
doubtedly necessitate a second and more ex- 
pensive relief expedition to rescue the sur- 
vivors,

Maurice Francis Egan to Tell Home 
Folks How Denmark Meets Agri-

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COPENHAGEN, March 7.—Maurice Fran- 
cis Egan, minister from the United States to 
Denmark, announces that he will visit Amer- 
ica during April and May to lecture in the 
southern states on Danish agriculture. Be- 
ginning in Virginia. and going as far 
as Louisiana, he will speak before several 
legislative committees with the idea of in- 
teresting them in agricultural improvements. 

His special theme will be the necessity for 
rotation of crops in the cotton states and the 
consideration of how the farmer can be held 
to realize his best plans through the assist- 
ance of the states. Mr. Egan will codperate 
as far as possible with the agricultural de- 
partment and explain the principles of co- 
operation and their practicable effect as ap- 
plied in Denmark. 

In an interview Mr. Egan said: “‘ Whilea 
money trust has great danger, a land trust is 
immensely more to be feared. It would bea 
pity if the southern farmers were taught to 
look to the federal government for aid in- 
stead of depending on their own resources 
and the local pride of their states.”’ 

The minister has accepted invitations to 
deliver lectures at Harvard and Columbia 
universities and to hold illustrated confer- 
ences on agricultural subjects in Chicago and 
Dubuque, Ia,

LONDON, March 7.—Mise Grace Ellison. 
the well known writer on Turkish women, 
hav just returned from a second visit of | 
several months apent in the household of 
Kiamil Pasha’s daughter at Constantinople, 
where she had an opportunity, perhaps never 
hitherto accorded to any Englishwoman, of 
viewing a Turkish woman's life from the 
inner side. 

She shared the daily life of her friends, | 
took part in their formal customs. and gath- 
erings, visited the sultan’'s harem during 
the feast of Badram, met the most advanced 
women in the country, and studied the one 
Turkish women's paper, a weekly Mlustrated 
which publishes feminist articles and a 
widely read by the middle clagees. 

Speeking of the progress accomplished by 
Turkish women in recent years, Miss Elli-" 
son said she noticed a great difference in the 
position of women since her jast visit, a 
difference they themselves were hardly con- 
ecious of, and it eeemed to her thet every 
day now they made a step forward.

Open Door to University. 
The determination arrived at by the gov-

It is a poignant criticism of our unbridled 
individualism in business. We have been 
talking much of late about efficiency. But 
is it not individual efficiency only that we 
have in mind, the efficiency which will gave 
the employer so and ao much? It is time 
we turned attention toward improvement 
in the lot of the man in the white collar no 
less than of the man in overalls. The new 
poverty, the poverty of the educated classes, 
is not a mere dream. It ip pressing onward 
in the United States at a much faster pace 
than most of us suspect. 


REFORMING. 

There is no country in the world in 
which there is more persistent, pervasive 
and diversified “reforming”. than our 
own. If a list of altruistic organizations, 
social, civic, political, moralistic, educa- 
tional, etc.,. were drawn up, we believe, 
the mere sight of it would bring panic to 
the Powers of Evil and send them in 
rout from the field. 

Certainly, if not merely a list but the 
organizations themselves could be brought 
together they would be greatly heartened 
for the fray and the spirits of darkness 
correspondingly cast down. 

But what is even more noticeable st 
times in this vast activity than its fervor 
is ite want of colrdination, its waste, its 
failure to achieve results commensurate 
with its effort and its hopes. Hobhouse, 
the leading living philosopher of English 
Liberalism, remarks upon this waste in 
his “Social Evolution and Political 
Theory” and cites Herbert Spencer's 
graphic figure of the sheet of metal. Give 
a man such a sheet with a dint in it and 
ask him to flatten it out. If he knows 
nothing of metal work he will take a ham- 
mer and knock the dint flat, only to find 
that it has appeared elsewhere. Thus 
it is with our efforts at reforming so 
ciety, ‘“ We put down overt crime only 
to find that some form of secret vice is 
increasing. A temperance crusade sup- 
presses drunkenness, and it is discovered 
that those who used to drink now find an 
outlet for excitement in gambling. Com- 
pensation for accidents is secured by law 
to workmen, and in consequence it is 
alleged that elderly workmen are refused 
situations. Workmen form trade unions 
to maintain and improve the conditions of 
their work, and no sooner do they suc- 
ceed than their employers imitate them 
and form federations by which the unions 
are overpowered. Strikes are replaced by 
mutual agreements which are to initiate 
an era of industrial peace, and it ig found 
that the wider the agreement the less it 
meets the local difficulties of mine and 
workshop, and we see workmen striking 
substantially against their own leaders.” 

Now whether or not in any case there is 
net gain for progress, the fact of waste, 
and in many cases unnecessary waste, is 
‘unquestionable, and we onght to try to 
diminish it by more intelligent expendi- 
ture of our reforming energy. 

In the United States a number of fac- 
tors make for unusual waste in this field. 
There is the national superstition of the 
complete efficacy of legislation. Whon 
you see anything that seems te you wrong, 
elap a law on it--and forget it. We have 
also a false kind of “ bustle’? which wor- 
ships “immediate results.” We are 
proud of activity as mere activity and of 
results as results. The nervous, impa- 
tient national temperament does not sub- 
mit to restraint. We like the excitement 
of rapid motion and don’t stop to realize 
that it may be the motion of a whirligig. 

This squares well with a third factor 

of reform, namely, selfish politics, which 
profits by excitement, a parade of “ re- 
sults” in the form of commissions, in- 
quiries, reports, and new laws.

First aid is a large part.of the program 
of the Boy Scouts and the Camp Fire Girls. 
. M. C. A. teaches it te its members, 
The large employers keep first aid posters 
conspicuously displayed, and some provide 
systematic care in first ald. The boys who 
have been trained in the army, navy, and 
militia know what to do and what not to do. 
Books on first aid, clear and simple is 
text and well illustrated, are sold for a few 
cepts. Among these none is better than the 
series written for the Red Cross by Maj. 
Charles Lynch of the United States army. 
From the Manual of Instructions most of 
the following is taken: 


-eo 

The materials for first aid are given as 
bandages, compresses, splints, tourniqnets, 
stimulants, emetics. The surgical instru- 
ment houses sell first aid packages contain 
ing material often needed. Simple pocket 
first aid packages constitute one farm; an- 
other form is a portable case, and a third, 
more fully equipped, is intended for use in 
an emergency hospital. 

No person should be near a patient but 
those actually needed for help. The injured 
person needs air. Furthermore, he should 
be spared the mental shock of seeing a mob 
of strange people crowding around him. 

The best position for the patient is lying 
fiat. If the face is flushed it is safe to raise 
the head enough to put a pillow under it. 
If the face is pale, the head must het be 
raised from the floor. If the patient is vom- 
iting, the body should be turned on the side 
and the head turned so that the vomit runs 
out of the mouth. Beyond this ne lifting 
of the head is justified. To raise the head 
straight up is greatly to increase the danger 
that the vomit will go by gravity inte the 
windpipe. 


—— 

No water or stimulant should be given. 
Unless consciousness has fully returned the 
liquid is apt to go into the windpipe. On 
account of the tendency to nausea from 
shock, the liquid, whatever it may be, is 
liable to cause vomiting. Whisky dees more 
harm than good, and brandy has no advan- 
tage over whisky. 

A distinguished woman physician was 
once hauled from hospital to hospital when 
suffering from the shock of an apoplectic 
attack, because some one had given her 
whisky when she became faint, and the 
hospital attendants,. smelling whisky, 
thought she was drunk. 

A prominent woman was carried to a 
police station and neglected for several 
hours, though suffering from cancussion 
as a result of a fall, because some busy- 
body tried to pour some whisky down her 
throat as she lay half conscious, 
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Generally speaking, after a few minutes 
of unconsciousness, the rested heart again 
becomes equal to its taak, and no stimulant 
is needed, Generally speaking, any con- 
sciousness that returns after a stimnulant 
would have returned without the stimmulent, 
and those cases in which consciousness does 
not return spontaneously are harmed .by 
stimulants. 

If a person who has been unconscious 
would like a bracer, give him half a tea- 
spoonful of aromatic spirits of ammonia 
in a fourth of a glass of water.

A person recovering from a hurt general- 
ly wants water, This is because shock has 
paralyzed the galivary glands and not be- 
eause he needs water. If he insists, give 
him a few sips, but see that he sipe it; or give 
him a piece of ice to bold in his mouth, gr

Loosen the collar and all tight clothing.

Cover the body well with blankets, 

Put hot bricks to the extremities. 

Rub the limbs briskly. 

Place flannels wrung out of hot water 
or towels over the abdomen.

Give hot coffee or aromatic spirits of 
ammonia. 

Introduce two fingers into the rectnm 
and gtretch the sphincter muscle. 


After severe injunes it may be advisable 
to move the patient. Do not do so until 
search hag been made for fractures. 

If there is a fracture of the arm above 
the elbow or leg above the knee, or i¥ both 
bones of the lower leg are broken, the pa- 
tient must not be moved until the broken 
limb is splinted, 

For this any sort of a board, or rad, or 
broom handle will do. To this the injured 
limb must be securely tied in several places.

The patient generally knows when a bane 
is broken. Works on first aid give signs 
by which one may know when there is a 
fracture. Such are deformity, crepitus, ete. 
The person hurt will generally tell yon off- 
hand of the fracture and where it is, and 
probably the inexperienced helper had hbet- 
ter accept the diagnosis and proceed accord- 
ingly.

DISLOCATIONS—A man giving first 
aid should never try te replace a dislocat- 
ed joint except in two locations—fingers and 
jaws. To try will generally mean to fail, 
and the hauling and pulling may harm im- 
pertant structures. It has happened that 
large blood vessels have been torn and im- 
portant nerves have been paralyzed. In 
case of dislocation the injured limb should be 
snugly wrapped and made as comfortable 
as possible while help is being secured. 
DISLOCATION OF THE LOWER 
JAW—Tear a handkerchief intwo. Wrap 
one piece around each thumb. Place the 
thumbs in the mouth, pressing against the 
crowns of the teeth on each side. With 
the fingers geize the lower jaw on each side, 
Press down and backward. Az the head of 
the bone slips into its socket, the molars 
will clamp the thumbs, unless they are 
quickly slid toward the tongue. 
DISLOCATION OF A FINGER—By 
grasping the finger with one hand above 
the dislocated joint and with the other 
below it and making gentle traction, the 
jeint will slide into place. A little gentle 
flexion and extension will be of service. 
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RESCUD OF PERSONS AT FIRES— 
Lynch, after advising that persons going 
into a burning building tie a wet handker- 
chief around the nose and mouth, says: 
* Remember that the air within six inches 
of the floor is free from smoke; so when un- 
able to breathe crawl along the floor with 
the head low, dragging any one you liave 
rescued behind you. Crawl backward in

TREATMENT OF A BURN—Exclude 
air by a thin paste made with water and 
cooking soda, starch, or flour. Smear ona 
cloth and cover the injured surface. If 
these are not at hand, use vaseline, lard, 
cream, or any grease, In using grease use 
the cleanest possible. Do not use old grease 
or dirty grease. Do not use carbolized 
grease. If time will permit, heat the grease 
and then cool it before usingit. To boil is 
not necessary. A place where berns are 
frequent should always carry a picric acid 
compress or picric acid bancages. When 
these are available, they should be used 
instead of the soda paste. 

Burns with acid should be treafed with 
lime wash made of lime scraped fgom the 
wall and thrown into water, or soapsuds, or 
milk of magnesia, 

Alkali burns should be washed in rinégar 
or lemon juice or hard cider. | 


BLECTRIO SHOCK—Rescue. The 
safest means of rescue when, available, is 
to short circuit the current éefore it reaches 
the persons shocked. This can be done by 
dropping a metal bar, or rod, or a wet atick, 
or rope on the side between the power and 
the person. If the live wire is on the ground 
and the person is on it, it will be safe to roll 
him off with the hands. If the live wire is on 
the prostrate person, it will be safe to fleck 
it off with a dry stick, if the hands are ary. 
Of course, it is much safer tg handle the 
wire with a glass rod or with bands covered 
with rubber gloves. To cover the hands 
with a mackintosh is fairly safe.

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WHO PAYS THE TAXES? 

Rockford, Ill, Feb. 23.—[To the Legal 
Friend of the People.]—B sold a house 
valued at $2,500 on contract and receives 
$17 a month, interest and principal, as 
payment, but on the house A holds a mort- 
gage for $800. B is taxed for the full 
amount of $2,300, when in reality he re- 
ceives only the benefit of the interest on 
$1,500, for B must pay A’s interest on the 

mortgage. Taxes are due for pay- 
ment. Can B be made to pay taxes on 
«mere than $1,500? Could the lew punish 
B if he refused to pay taxes on more then

Quelen, archbishop of 
Paris. His rise in the church was rapid 
and before six years was past he was con- 
secrated coadjutor bishop of Kingston, mn 
upper Canada. Four years later, while visit- 
ing Rome with his married daughter, Lady 
Clifford of Chudleigh, he was raised to the 
Sacred college by Pius VEIL, as Cardinal 
Priest, and mey therefore be regarded as 
Canada’s first cardinal.

Government Report Puts Bs- 
timate at 151,809,000 Bu., 


OATS GIVE SURPRISE. 


Present Holdings Placed at 419,- 
476,000 Bushels, Compared 
to 604,000,000 Last Year, 


The government report on farm reserves 
of grain was given to the trade yesterday 
at 1:15 p. m. The figures on wheat were 
less than expected by the trade, while the 
estimates of farm stocks of oats were larger 
than looked for. Corn stocks on the farm 
were about as generally expected. 

Wheat reserves were placed at 151,800,000 
bu, or 19.9 per cent, compared to 156,438,838 
bu, or 21.4 per cent, a year ago. Two 
years ago wheat reserves March 1 were small 
at 122,000,000 bu. 

The amount of corn on the farms waa placed 
at 866,392,000 bu, or 35.4 per cent, compared 
to 1,290,000,000 bu last year and 884,000,000 
bu two years ago. The estimate on corn 
was about in line with the majority of pri- 
vate estimates. 


Oats Reserves Larger. 

Oats reserves were larger than expected, 
419,476,900 bu, or 87.4 per cent of the last 
crop, compared to 604,000,000 bu that was left 
from the 1912 crop a year ago. Two years 
ago the reserves were 200,000,000 bu, or 81.4 
per cent. Barley reserves were placed at 
‘24.8 per cent, or 44,126,000 bu, compared 
to 62,283,000 bu last year.

CATTLE TRADE IS HEALTHY. 


Net Gain for the Week 15@25 Cents;

The hog market displayed sustained 
strength and prices made further rally from 
the low spot of the week, averaging at $8.6], 
against $8.58 Friday, and closing steady with 
a week ago. Fresh receipts were posted at 
only 7,000 head, which was the principal! rea- 
gon for the higher prices, as two leading 
packers stayed out of the trade altogether, 
while others among the big killers limited 
their purchases to only a few loads. Shippers 
bought 2,000 head, and the stale supply on 
hand wae reduced to 4,000, the smallest of the 
week. Best sales were made at $8.70, or the 
same as on Friday. 

Final values were the same as quoted a 
week ago, although this week's average price, 
at $8.60, showed a loss of 5c. Receipts for 
the week were 118,400 head, a decrease of 
$3,000 for the week, and 11,000 head com- 
pared with a year ago. Shipments, at 29,800, 
showed aloss of 19,200 head.

If 1 were to claim that 
1 discovered other men through sheer ac- 
cident, or, so to speak, had their greatness 
thrust upon me, I wotild:be guilty of cheap 
affectation. As a matter of fact, I have the 
rare quality of discerning quality in others. 
The developing of valuable quality when dis- 
covered, the exploiting of it, the availing of 
it along profitable lines, is a matter of execu- 
tive ability. 

I see no reason to apologize for the very 
frequent reference to myzelf which I shall 
have to make in this work. In order to avoid 
doing so I would have to use awkward and 
tedious circumlocution. I shell therefore 
talk of myself as I see fit, but, as the reader 
will see, I shall try to be fair. 
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To those who never have heard about me 


‘I might state as an excuse for my presump- 


tion in writing about myself, and also as au- 
thority for the statements that I shall make 
and the views I may advance, that I prac- 
tically began my career as a “ peanut 
butcher ’’ on the Southern Pacific railroad, 
and that Iam today paying the railroads of 
the United States something like $400,000 a 
year for the transporting of my companies 
ef players and properties. : 

T have been successful in many things, and 
I have almost always undertaken big thinga 
I have demonstrated to myself that it is 


easier to do big things than to do little things. 


There is an inspiration in it and the acquir- 
ing of the superior strength that inspiration 
always gives, the touching of the spring of 
unknown sources of strength in us. Doing 
big things makes us energetic to the high- 
est pitch. That's why we say a man who 
is doing great things is drunk with power 
—that it has turned his head! The fact is, 
it has lifted him into a higher stratum of 
activity. 

‘As I always have tackled big jobs, my fail- 
ures have been quite as gigantic and even 
more spectacular than my successes. But 
there's a mighty stimulation in a tremen- 
dous failure—something like being pushed 
under Niagara. It is a shock, a blow in the 
face—it has: in it none of: the soul destroying 
action of a seriés of petty failures and dis- 
appointments. But, best of all, it’s a great 
advertisement. : !

I don't know how I got the notion, but I 
got it somehow when I was very young, and 
it was that a man should be known asa. 
fighting man. It may have come to me from 
my experience in school, where I held my 
own with my fists rather than with my head. 
This gave me a reputation which—although 
most of it was biuff—stood me in good stead 
and kept many of the bigger boys from in- 
fringing on my rights. On the other hand, 
it may have been the Irish in me, 
nother policy that I adopted was one that 
makes for succées in the business world. It 
was, ‘“ Never tackle anything but champions 
Nothing else is worth while.” Experience 
convinces me that this applies to all fields 
of endeavor. It is just as easy to engage the 
interest of a millionaire as it is to engag

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the interest of a clerk. You must make your 
scheme big enough to be worth his while, 
that’sall. — 

Just a bit of family history. My father 
was the founder of the San Francisco Mon- 
itor. He was a-pioneer of what might be 
called the English speaking Roman Catholic 
church in- Calffornia;- and was considered 
‘the best general. authority on. Roman Cath- 
olic matters in the United States. He wagsa 
passionate advocate of secession and during 
the civil war constantly used both tongue and 
pen to promote the cause of the confederacy. 
At that time mobs of lawless partisans in- 
fested San Francisco and riots were con- 
stantly breaking out in all parts of the city. 
Ané my father was one of the principal! in- 
citers of them. Every issue of his paper 
bore flaring articles in support of the south, 
and to most of the people these articles were 
like red flags to a bull. That's the way my 
father got the name “ Fighting Brady.” 


~~ 

On the night of the assassination of Lin- 
coln my father committed an act of supreme 
fanatical folly. He got up on a stand on 
Montgomery street and made a speech de- 
claring that it served Lincoln right because 
he had gone to the theater on Good Friday 
night and in so doing had insulted at least 
one-third of the population of the United 
States—the Catholics. The time for sucha 
speech was, to say the least, not quite pro- 
pitious. A mob sprang at my father, dragged 
him down from the stand, and would have 
hanged him, but he was rescued by Gen. Mc- 
Doweil, who was in command of the federal 
troops in San Francisco and who chanced 
to be coming down the street at the head of 
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father, the mov proceeded down Clay street, 
broke into the o:fices of the Monitor, wrecked 
the plant, and tried to fire the building, but 
was prevented. Then it rushed on to the 
offices of the Alta Cala, another pro-southern 
paper, and demolished the building, 

My father was made a prisoner and gent 
to Aicatraz,*an island in San Francisco bay, 
where. he was kept six months until the thing 
had quieted down, On being freed from 
prison he started a suit against the city of 
San Franciseo for its failure to protect the 
property of the Monitor, and after three or 
four years of expensive litigation was awara- 
ed a verdiat of something like $30.U0U, 

My father’s trealment so disgusted’ him 
with San Francisco that one day when I was 
a boy of 3 he literally snatched me from my 
mother’s arms and brought me to New York. 
Here, through the influence of United States 
Senator Casserley of California, he secured 
a position as head of one of the departments 
of immigration at Ellis island. But he wag 
a man of irregular habits and would not stick 
to any position, so he soon threw up his Ellis 
island job and took to space writing on the 
New York papers. 


> 

Things went from bad to worse with us. 
What money my father could earn between 
his periodical irregularities was barely 
enough to keep bedy and sou! together. Many 
times I used to sit, cold and hungry, in the 
threadbare room we occupied down on the 
east side waiting for him to come home and 
then cry myself to sleep. Then I took to 
selling newspapers and eked out just enough 
to keep from starving. I don't remember 
ever having had a new suit of clothes in all 
that time. During the day I used to go to 


schoo] and sit, pinched with hunger and anx- 
jety, through the tedious hours. But at least 
I was warm, even if the room was stuffy at 
times. 

Even then there seemed to be in mea spirit 
of domination. I used to boss the small boys 
at play. I made them do my bidding. But 
I used to champion their cause and many a 
time licked a bully twice my size in defenee 
of.some of my youthful toadies. As I said 
before, it must have been this experience 
that made me realize the importance of be- 
ing known as a fighter. The big boys not 
only let me aione but avoided picking trouble 
with anybody that had put hi under 
the protection of my wing. 

But one night I went to bed shivering with 
an unknown terror. I felt that something 
had happened to my father. It was not that 
the hour was late, for he was accustomed to 
staying out until the small hours. It was 
just something I can't describe took posses- 
sion of me. And thus I lay, shivering, until 
daylight. In the morning I saw a paragraph 
in one of the papers to the effect that an un- 
known man had dropped dead in the street 
and had been taken to the morgue. The 
description fitted my father so closely that 
I made straight as an arrow for the morgue 
~—for I knew I should find him there. 

My father had died and left me without a 
nickel in the world. In a way this was not 
@ disadvantage, since it threw me definitely 
upon my own resources. Before I had half 
waited for him, half depended on him. Now 
I must hustle for myself. 


~~ 

The Press club, of which my father was a 
member, buried him in Cypress Hill cemetery 
and then, as 1 was quite a lad, gave me a 
job as day steward of theclub. But, as! had 
acquired the restiess habits of the street. 
nomad, life at the club was too restricted for 
me. I didn’t want to be working for any- 
body, keeping regular hours, I wanted to -- 
out hustling for myself. 

I don’t remember how I chanced to turn 
my attention to the sporting life of the city. 
It must have been intuitive. There was 
nothing much in the air to suggest it. At 
that time the newspapers regarded sporting 
news as negligible. There was no such thing 
as a page devoted to this field in any of 
the papers.. Baseball was practically noth- 
ing—dismissed with a few paragraphs. 

In fact, there was no club playing in the 
city of New York at all. The Giants were 
unheard of, the Polo grounds did not exist. 
The New York club was then known as the 


‘Mutuals, but they played in Brooklyn. We 


had to cross the ferry and then take an 
almost endless jaunt on a street car out 
to east New York to see a baseball game. 
But we used to take the jaunt, all right, for 
that was the time of Bobby Matthews, the 
great underhand pitcher, and he was begin- 
ning to make the world sit up and take no- 
tice. | 

Neither did horse racing amount to much 
at, that time. In. fact, the biggest sport 
known was the six day walking matches at 
the Madison Square garden, once or tWite 
a year. This was the day of Dan O'Leary, 
who was called “ the heel and toe man,” and 
of Weston and Charles Rowell. O'Leary 
walked with a stride, chin up, and made a 
record of 500 miles in six days. He had 
beaten Weston and was away up in the air 
about it, when suddenly from London came 
news of a new wonder—Chariles Rowell. 
Rowell was the man who introduced the dog 
trot in New York for the first time.

A match was arranged betwetn O'Leary, 
Rowell, John Ennis, and a man named Har- 
riman, who was also a fine heel and toe 
walker. On the opening night there was 
probably the biggest crowd of people ever 
gotten together at the Madison Square gar- 
den for a sporting event.. It was the time 
of the Orange uprisings; the Hibernians and 
other Irish societies were In full blast; anti- 
English feeling ran high, and 80 all the Irish- 
men of the town turned out to see Dan walk 
rings around the little Cockney from the 
hated isle. 

At 12 o’clock the match started. O'Leary 
pulled cut with his head in the air and chin 
up. And in behind him fell Rowell with 
his dog trot. The Irishman discovered what 


the Cockney was adout and put on more 
speed. But the faster he walked the faster 
Rowell trotted. In about twenty-four hours 
O’Leary walked himself silly, but Rowell 
kept right on till the end and won, making 
something like 518 miles. 

At that time there were no telephones, and 
as telegraphing was too expensive, I estab- 
lished a messenger service between the gar- 
den and the newspapers on Park Row. I got 
@ number of boys from my neighborhood to 
do the running and paid them in free passes 
to the show. At the end of each hour I sent 
a batch of scores to the papers by these fleet 
footed messengers and received 20 cents per 
score from each paper. Thus I cleaned up 
about $200 a week every time there was a big 
event.

Although young and comparatively tnex- 
perienced, I was much impressed with the 
crudeness of the methods then In vogne of 
reporting sporting events. At that time 
amateur athletes used to draw a lot of money. 


I Began My Career as a “Peanut Butcher.” 


Sprinters, jumpers, and five mile runners 
were in great vogue. It is too bad the Amer- 
ican love of sport does not include these 
things today. If it did it would serve to en- 
courage and build up more great athletes. 
We go to see basebal, prizefighting, and 
horse racing. but not to those vastly superior 
sports. I would rather go to see a five mile 
run with fifty starters than any other sport 
in the world: 

Somehow I felt intuitively that the day 
would come when love for sport wouid broad- 
en, that the newspapers would realize this 
and take it up and } ush it along, and my 
business instinct suggested that there would 
be a considerable demand for expert infor- 
mation. The Press club used to get exchanges 
from all over the country, and I started in 
compiling frem these a scrap book of sport- 
ings records of all kinds. I continued this 
work during my stay in the club, about two 
years.

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| Col. Robert L. Hedges Who Will Try 
Reform’ Methods of Manager Rickey 


BY HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 

HEN President Robert Lee 
Hedges appointed Branch Rickey 
as manager of the St. Louis 
Browns, Hedges tried an experi- 
ment. Rickey has forbidden the 
traditional poker game among his ball 
players. He is opposed to the use of liquor 
in any form or in any quantity. He detests 
cigarets. He has many ether unortho- 
dox theories relative to the conduct of ball 
players on and off the field. Therefore, 
Rickey’s success or lack or success with 
the Browns will be awaited with interest 
by those skeptics who doubt whether a 
baseball team can be managed on the 
“golden rule”’ theory. But Hedges isina 
position to make experiments. A team 
which finishes elghth or thereabouts con- 
sistently, and is unanimously conceded that 
position In advance for following seasons, 
cannot prove much of a disappointment.

President Hedges does not profess to 
know whether Rickey has the right system, 
but he is willing to grant the opportunity 
for demonstration. Col. Hedges was the 
first owner to abolish the sale of liquor at 
his ball park, not because he personally is 
opposed to the consumption of spirituous 
heverages, but because he thinks its sale 
tends to lower the public's opinion of base- 
ball and its surroundings, besides leading 
to unpleasant scenes from overflowing 
bleacherites. 

Such is Hedges’ policy. He tries to 
maintain high grade surroundings for St. 
Louis fans. He gave them a high grade 
grandstand, which they do not fill, hefare 
such stands were considered a necegaity 
in the big leagues. He insists on score- 
board and scoreboard accuracy for his 
patrons. His failure, if it may be called 
his, hes been in the inability to praduce a 
winning nine.

Hedges was bern in Jackson county, Mis- 
sourl, forty-four years ago. In his early 
manhoed he was a resident of y, 
where he secured a position as clerk in the 
city hall, which he held fer several years, 
When the great panic of 1893 breka, he-al- 
ready had launched a buggy factery, 
was a terrific struggie against financial 
odda to keep the concern on ite feat, or 
more properly speaking, on ite wheels, 
during the financial stringency. But 
Hedges, who never has been accused of 
lack of business shrewdness, guided his 
eoncerrn through these trying times and 
was in @ positior to take full advantage of 
the prosperous years which followed. 


St. Louis finished second in the pennant 
race of 1002. It finished fourth in that 
memorable struggle of 1908 when Detroit 
landed the bunting from three other 
desperate contenders in the last week of 
the season. Those two years were the only 
ones in which the Browns finishrd in the 
first division. Hedges fretted aj { fumed 
under his disappointment and sev«.al times 
threatened to dispose of his holdings. Once 
he actually gave an option on his stock to 
@ syndicate of St. Louis business men, who 
paid $80,000 down, but forfeited the amount 
when they learned Ty Cobb, Lajole, Bé 
Walsh, and other stars could not be secured 
merely by the liberal outlay of purchase 
‘money.

Less than ae year ago Hedges was quoted 
as saying he would “ get out of last place 
or out of baseball.” He still is in baseball, 
although his team ended the 19138 seasen in 
last place, just beaten fer seventh posi- 
tion by New York. But Hedges carries 
that same infectious smile and that same 
mysterious air of one about to spring a 
great surprise. Perhaps experience has 
taught him that baseball, as a business, is 
fraught with disappointment and that some 
one has to be last. Review of the basebell 
guides shows that pennanis, with a few 
notable exceptiuns, naturally gravitate te 
the large cities, 

Large cities, with their big crowds, can 
afford to spend more money in experi- 
taents. Money does net buy ball teama, but 
constant purchases of promising recruits, 
usually results in the production of some 
atars. There have been times when it 
looked, as Hedges said to himself, “ O, 
what's the use?” and stood pat on medi- 
ocre material. At other times he haa been 
almost lavish in his payments for recruita 
anly to find nothing worth while among hk 
collection,

So, after years of experiment and indif- 
ferent euccess, Hedges is ready to give fair 
trial to the methods of Branch Rickey, 
former ball pleyer, former college coach, 
former evangelist, and former lawyer. 

Those who admire Hedges’ persistence 
and who enjoy his persenality-—not mag- 
netic, rather apologetic, as if weighted by 
the showing of the Browns, but 
withal—-will hope to see the “ reform " pro- 
gram of Rickey change the discouraged in- 
difference of the Browns to a feeling that 
they heve a right to live and hold up their 
heads as real ball players, instead of being 
butt for the gibes of all baseball writers

AS there ever a more alluring, 
witching, beseeching than

Hamilton,” seen here in its many

Romney’s

phases of expression? Was there ever a 
woman more beloved by men? More men, it 
is said, were captivated by the lure of her 
smile in the few short years of her life than 
any other famous beauty of history has ever 
been able to boast. Men of genius, men of 
fame, men of fortune, and men from the com- 
monest walks of life as well paid homage tc 
her charm and gave all they had in return for 
her smile and favor. 

In turn mistress of the poorest and the 
richest men, she was also the beloved wife of 
one of England’s finest men—the adored of 
England’s greatest sea fighter, who died with 
a prayer on his lips for her welfare—and the 
worshiped model of one of England’s greatest 
artists, Romney, who in the course of eight 
years’ friendship left to. posterity some 190 
sketches of that lady of fascination and over 
eighty finished portraits.

Eight Years Painting One Woman. 

This tremendous amount of work spent on 
the single beauty of one woman, was more or 
less of a spasmodic nature. For days at 2 
time, and even for weeks and months, Rom- 
‘ney would devote himself exclusively to one 
picture of her. He would devote all his 
waking hours in order to reprostuge accurately 


. «> ctfleeting look or a subtle.expression»..Again. 


Working feverishly and with the geitius of iu- 
-spiration driving him on, he would turn out a 
sketch of her face in a couple of bours and a 
finished portrait of her in two or three days. 
Then months would pass when the fair lady 
would be angry with him for some trifling 
thing, and in those dark times he would turn 
out practically no work of any kind what- 
ever: Eight years he gave to this Emma 
Lyons—eight years, he said later, in the dark- 
ening years of his life, that were happy be- 
yond all dreams, because of his deep love, 

Her meeting with Charles Greville at the 
age of 18 probably was the turning point in 
her life. Though she went to him hiding none 
of the irregularities of her unfortunate girl- 
hood, he educated her, lavished money on her, 
adored her for more than seven years, and 
gave her up most reluctantly to Lord Hamil- 
ton when that gentleman offered her the sub- 
stantial inducement of matrimony.

Famed Through Romney's Pictures. 

It was the same year of her meeting with 
Greville that Romney came into her life. 
Romney was 48 when he met her, and -after 
that her face was never out of his mind. 
‘After her marriage, however, she and the 
artist never met again.. Those eight years 
Were years in which he spent most of his 
time sketching her, painting her, in some 
posture or other. Emma Lyons was shrewd 
enough to see that there was no ,surer and 
more enjoyable avenue to popular apprecia- 
tion of her beauty than through Romney’s 
brush, for he painted her with no disillusion, 
and made her eternally beautiful, limning her, 
as he did, with the insight of a lover, putting 
on canvas for all eternity to see the wendrous 
gold of her blonde hair, the witchery and 
fascination of her blue eyes, the infinite 
curves and phases of expression of her full, 
perfect mouth. 

That Romney’s love for her was returned is 
seldom hinted at by any of the biographers. 
Certain it is that she liked him and was gen- 
uinely flattered by his devotion. But that 
Was all. 

The best known and most valuable of Rom- 
hey’s paintings of Lady Hamilton are shown 
On this page. The large center one in color 
is a detail from the picture called “ Cassan- 

_ dra,” which is in the collection of Tankerville 
Chamberlain, who collected “Lady Hamil- 
tons” particularly and who owns five or six 
of the most important.

Companion of a Queen. 

After her marriage she went with her hus- 
band to Italy, and it was in that southern 

~ and ‘that her extraordinary powers were de- 

veloped. On its warm, sumny soil she was at 
home, and all the external graces that adapt 
themselves so readily to the dullest personal- 
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ity beneath that wondrous sky gave voluptu- 
ousness to a form that was already perfect 
and made still more exuberant a spirit that 
was rich to overflowing with passion and 
marvelous resources. 

Later we find’ her the chosen and the con- 
stant companion of the queen of Naples, sis- 
ter of the unfortunate Marie Antoinette, a 
queen whose court was at that time the 
wildest, gayest court in all Europe. |. 

Then it was that Nelson came into, her 
life. Her hold over him was no less tremen- 
dous than it had been over the others.’. He 
adored her to the end, just as did her husband. 
For, strange as it may seem, Lord Hamilton 
never swerved in his devotion'to his wife, and 
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at the last intrusted fondly to Lord Nel- 
son, “his incomparable Emma,” as he called 
her, “ who bad never in all her life hurt. or 
offended him.” 

Even as‘her name had been the last word 
of her husband, so it was on Lord Nelson’s 
lips at the moment when ‘his death was immi- 
nent. After years of unfaltering devotion, 
during which he had heaped upon her all that 
waa his to give of love and position and for- 
tune, the thought of her was uppermost. on 
his mind and heart at the last. 

“Take care of Lady Hamilton: I leave Lady 
Hamilton as a‘ legacy to my country... Take 
care of poor Lady Hamilton.” 

But his imploring acccnis passed into air. 
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The government took no heed. of. the last 
breath of their great admiral, the codicil to his 
will was shamelessly disregarded by his own 
brother, and it was .at his death that: her 
downfall began. 
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’ Career Ends as dt Began. 


She lived recklessly, squaudering the little 
money that she hud in her possession. She 
seemed to possess no money sense, and at the 
end of some eight years she found herself ar- 
rested for debts she was powerless to settle. 
It was then she published those volumes of 
letters which drew down upon her head such a 
torrent of r*"se. Sheswho bad been courted 
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when she was prosperous was fiercely 
reviled on all sides, and she probaby gained 
some little satisfaction in her misery from this 
defiant hurling of the proofs of her one time 
friends in the face of a doubting public. They 
were all there, letters from queens, English 
admirals, bishops, deans, and hundreds of other 
people of position and standing. 

She is said to have received a. thousand 
pounds for them, but even that sum waa too 
small to afford her any but temporary relief 
frotn her heavy debts. A generous alderman 
came to her rescue and succeeded in releasing 
her from: prison and hurrying her to Calais, 
where she joined a host of other English 
exiles. 
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From this time on she failed miserably in 
health and was forced to move from cheap 
lodgings to still cheaper ones, sometimes in 
actual néed of food and always at the mercy 
of those about her who were kindly disposed. 
A mean’ little house on a dilapidated street 
saw the .end of her career and she was buried 
asa pauper. by a subscription in the “ heretics’ 
burying ground.” It-waa the sort of place, the 
cottage where she died, that she had so mar- 
velously risen from, and. it showed up, pain- 
fully that dramatic reversal of fortune which 
has gone to point so many a moral since then 
and adorn so many a tale.

This is the second of a series of 
stories concerning bravery tn tight 
places. The incidents were related 
to Mr. McGuirk by men whose 
work has put them in touch with 
conditions where nerve was re- 
quired. This article contains 
experiences known to Herman F. 
Schuettler, first deputy superin- 
tendent of the Chicago police.

I asked my question of Her 

man F. Schuettler, first deputy 

eupertintendent of police, seated in his office 

in the city hall. My quest had led me 

there to get the experiences of that branch 

ot the civil service which throws itself as a 


* palwark of defense between society and its 


enemies. There was promise of material 
such as I needed. And this municipal army, 
whose first duty is to fight criminal activity, 
criminal] brains, and criminal desperate brav- 
ery, gave rich reward through the medium 
of the assistant chief. 

The police, in the unceasing warfare 
against the criminal, do not choose the 
weapons. The choice lies with he crim- 
inal, the pariah whose crime has branded 
bim with the mark of Cain, raised the han-is 
of men against him, and has forced him to 
follow always the law of self-preservation. 

‘86 in the history of the police department 
there is record of bloody battle, of the knife 
and the bullet in the backs of policemen, of 
the red trail painted in the blood of their 
uniformed brothers, which tracked their 
quarry for society’s man hunters, of treach- 
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‘ery and the “ stool pigeon,” of clever strate- 
gies and brilliant criminals, of cold insolence, 
of sudden and violent death, and of the blind, 
dogged perseverance of the police, which 
eventually landed the criminals, sullen and 
beaten, in the prison cel? or on the gallows. 
There is bravery and nerve abundant in 
the police department. Sometimes there ‘s 
clever sleuth work and brilliant planning. 


Sometimes there is stupidity and awkward 


bungling. And sometimes there is record of 


unholy trafficking with those “without the. 


law.” But always there is bravery, courage, 
and nerve. It has been proven times without 
number. It could not be otherwise while the 
police give effective service in protecting so- 
ciety against the criminal. 
“What is the coolest display of nerve you

I reiterated the question for the benefit 


of the assistant chief. He did not at first 
gtasp its meaning.

He eyed me suspiciously. The questions 
of & newspaper man may lead to almost 
anything where the police department is un- 
der discussion. “ A wise copper says noth- 
ing in many words to reporters.” So runs 
the unofficial motto of the department. And 
Assistant Chief Schuettler has seen thirty- 
one years of service. ee 

When I had convinced him that my over 
tures were friendly he leaned back in his 
chair and became reminiscent.

All in the Day's Work. 

“Your question is about as easy to answer 
as the one about,the first hen and the first 
egg,” he said. “I’ve seen a whole lot of 
cool nerve and courage displayed by police- 
men in my time. The trouble is that what 
citizens would consider examples of heroism 
the police take as part of the day’s work. 
Nerve is as necessary to a policeman as 
knowledge of the law is to a lawyer. Nearly 
every man in the department has it. All 
they need is the chance to show it. 

“The history of the -car barn bandits, 
while it resulted in the death of several 
brave officers, was one of the opportunities 
I mean. You know the gang. Pete Nieder- 
myer, Harvey Van Dine, Emil Roeske, and 
Gustave Marx.” 

I had heard of them. Their crimes and 
their punishment mark a distinct epoch in 
Chicago police history. Other crimes are 
placed in regard to them. It’s “ before” and 
“since” the car barn bandits exactly like 
“ before” and “since’”’ the civil war.

Two Heroes on Nervy Job. 

The assistant chief gave me a comprehen- 
sive history of their capture with the same 
lack of enthusiasm that he would show in de- 
scribing the capture of the Logue murderers. 
He could not get my viewpoint. 

These four young men he named were 
the most desperate criminals that Chicago 
has ever produced. Their depredations had 
terrorized the city. The police did not know 
who were holding up car barns, shooting citi- 
zens, killing policemen, and looting to their 
hearts’ content, And they couldn’t find out 
for a time. There were’no clews left. The 
crimes might have been committed by any 
of a hundred criminals loose in the city. 
But at last the evidence gathered pointed to 
Gustave Marx as one of the gang. So the 
police went after him. He dodged and 
doubled and finally took refuge in Green- 
burg’s saloon on the north side, on the cor- 
ner of Addison and Robey. 

There Marx, with the cheap $pirit of the 
dime novel hero, issued his defi. He pulled 
an automatic gun from his hip pocket and 
flourished it before the crowd of bar loun- 
gers. “No copper in Chitago will take me 
alive. I warn them I'll kill on sight.” The 
police got his message. Some one saw to 
that. Maybe they thought it wonld halt 
pursuit. But Marx was marked for the gal- 
lews. The police wanted him, and they got 
him, | 
Two plain clothes men, John Quinn and 
William Blaul, were the men assigned to the 
job. They were partners. They traveled 
together on duty and off duty. Enmity 
against one was taken as a feud by the other. 


* * 


Facing an Automatic, 

Quinn and Blan! planned it all ont that 
day on the way to the saloon. They were 
to attack simultaneously, one by the front 
door, the other by the side. Quinn drew the 
post at the front door, the main entrance. 
Blaul went to the side and waited for the 

Now the policemen were armed with 
the ation. police gun, a six shooter cylin- 
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der revolver. Marx carried the latest in- 
vention in weapons, an automatic engine 
that spat death faster than a man could 
think. 

Quinn’s gun was out when he entered the 
saloon. It was pushed a little forward from 
his hip. His body was crouched to allow the 
smallest possible area as target. He cov- 
ered the crowd and caught sight of his man. 
Marx stood looking in a mirror at right 
angles to the door. His right hand was un- 
der his coat at the left side of his. body. 
His glance never left the mirror. “ Throw 
up your bands, Marx.” Quinn straightened 
his body on delivering the order. Marx 
seemed defenseless. Then there came a 
steady stream of flame from under Marx’s 
coat. He had taken aim through the glass. 
Quinn fell dead on the doorsill, Marx 
sneered as he bent over the body. 

But Blaul was coming. He came in shoot- 
ing, and Marx, leaping back, sent the mur- 
derous rain against him. But his aim was 
bad. His nerve was shaken. Blaul came 
at him in great bounds. Marx crouched 
lower and used his automatic as a fireman 
uses a hose. Blaul’s third shot “ got” Marx 
in the right arm. The automatic clattered to 
the floor. Marx and Blaul both leaped for 
it, and as the outlaw’s hand grasped it the 
policeman kicked it from him. 

At the same time Blaul, turning his gun 
butt end, brought it smashing against Marx’s 
head. He dropped groaning to the floor. 
And that was the taking of Marx. 
brought in alive. Blau! passed the chance 
‘to kill him. Vengeance for his friend’s death 
pointed to his killing as inevitable. But 
Blaul was an officer.: The police wanted in- 
formation. So he brought Marx in alive. 

* * 


Rounding Up the Gang. 


Marx ‘“‘came through.” He. waited three 
days for his friends to deliver him from jail 
according to their pact. But they didn’t 
come. There was no one there to bolster up 
his doubtful courage. So he “ squealed.” He 
named the rest of the gang and gave details 
of the parts they took in the various crimes. 

The other three—Niedermyer, Van Dine, 
and Roeske—made their “getaway” when 
they read the account of Marx’s confession 
in the newspapers. ‘ They were reported in 
Indiana, and eight policemen were detailed 
to go after them. Chief Gleason was in that 
crowd. So were Lieut. Matthew Zimmer 
and Joseph B. Driscoll. Down at Miller’s 
Station, Indiana, the policemen came upon 
the bandits in a dugout. They surrounded 
it and commenced battle. At last they 
forced the bandits out. Roeske and Van 
Dine ran for the ravine which rendered the 
rear wall of the dugouf impenetrable to. at- 
tacking forces. Policeman Driscoll ran after 
them with a shotgun almost to the door of 
the dugout, and Pete Niedermyer, covering 
their retreat, shot Driscoll] through the stom- 
ach with his automatic. He died a few days 
later. “Mat” Zimmer was also wounded.

But the bandits were captured and the four 


were hanged for their crimes. 

I asked the assistant chief for more ex- 
amples, and he handed me the report of the 
general superintendent of police for 1912. 
Here I found record of Patrolman Henry I. 
Bussian, who in June, 1907, rescued a work- 
man from a basement full of escaping gas, at 
the risk of his own life; of Patrolman Henry 
G. Decker, who in December, 1909, cap- 
tured two ex-convicts who had held up 2 
saloon, after a three cornered duel with 
them; of Patrolman Joseph Devaney, who, 
although severely wounded by two bandits,

continued chasing them for four blocks until 
he fell exhausted; of Patrolman George New- 
haus, who captured three men after a run- 
ning fight in which the three were firing 
at- him. |” 3 

Assistant Chief Schuettler refreshed his 
memory while I read through the list of 
these men who were given medals for their 
work. I remarked on ‘their reward and the 
assistant chief smiled indulgently. “Yes, 
these men deserved their medals. There is 
no doubt about it. But the awarding of a 
medal for his work is about the most ancer- 
tain thing about a policeman’s uncertain life. 
Sometimes he gets it and more times he 
doesn’t. If every man who deserved it were 
awarded a medal most of the department 
would be wearing one today.”

Then ke told me facts about the police 
department and gave incidents to fmpress 
them on my mind. He told me of policemen 
who captured criminals under every stress 
of circumstances, of uniformed men who took 
desperate men when the odds were all against 
them. . The whole was an epic of the police 
department of Chicago. _ 

“There was the case of Bobby Webb,” 
continued the assistant chief, “ the last time 
he was captured, and the account of it made 
good reading.”’ 

I remembered it. The ending of the crim- 
inal career of Bobby Webb was melodra- 
matic. It set the city breathlessly reading 
hewspaper accounts of events nearly a year 


‘ago. The career of Robert F. [Bobby] Webb 


was brilliant, meteoric, and melodramatic in 
the extreme. Webb was the brains and the 
leader of the band of “ automobile bandits ” 
that terrorized the city.

DAVID, alias Sardines, is a rather 

small young man who is of immense 

importance to the British empire.

You would think, too, if you knew him, 
that he has been suppressed. He is rather 
fair, small, and slight; thin in the legs ande 
little narrow in the shoulders. His face is 
pale, with only a faint flush through the skin. 
He is not usually high spirited. He wears an 
expression which is patient, thoughtful, and a 
little depressed. Among the Oxford under- 
graduates he is yoted a good fellow without 
much kick in him. I remember seeing him in 
ae mob of young men entering a college quad- 
rangle, all flushed and hearty, from the tow 
path. A jolly young gimnt slapped him on the 
back and cried, “ Wales, you swab, let me do 
you the honor of introducing you to Number 
Three in your college boat!”

In spite of all his education, he is back- 
ward for his age, shy, and sometimes frac- 
tious.

He took pleasure in serving 
her, in opening doors, in making up fires, and 
closing windows. When he took his departure 
the marquise was desolate.

Consider what he has done in _ nineteen 
years. A prince’s education in these days is 
a most formidable undertaking. From his 
earliest childhood he was taught to speak 
French and German. Playing at soldiers was 
with him ae task conducted under the eye of a 
military instructor, who taught him the sim- 
plest elements of drill. A sailor supervised 

and directed his earliest efforts at boat- 
making. In due course, like most English 
princes, he went as @ naval cadet to Osborne. 
Reveille at 6:30 a. m. heralded the industrious 
@ays, which lasted for six terms. He was 
happy there with some’ hundreds of boys of 
his own age, who immediately bestowed upon 
him the title of “ Sardines.” Osborne is both 
school and workshop, and the prince divided 
his :time between mental dnd manual train- 
ing, with special courses in seamanship and 
gunnery. He sang in the choir, scuffied in the 
playing field, and was popular without in any 
wense being a leader. 

I recall a nursery tale of him which throws 


a light on his character. “Do you know 


what I shall do when I am king?” he asked 
his nurse at the age of 9. “ Well, I shall do 
three things. I shall make a law that no one 
shall cut off puppy dogs’ tails, for that is very 
cruel. Then I shall make a law that no one 
is to put bearing reins on horses, for that is 
cruel, too.” Here the prince stopped, the 
third item having for the moment escaped 
him. “O, yes,” he went on solemnly, “ and

The holidays from Osborne were spent 
with Mr. Hansell, who was then and still is 
the prince’s tutor.

“Shades of the prison house” now began 
to close still faster “upon the growing boy.” 
Year by year the pace accelerated. In June, 
1911, came the first great ordeal in the shape 
of the prince’s formal investiture as Prince 
of Wales. Imagine the weight of 600 years 
of history and tradition upon the shoulders 
of a boy of 17. In Carnarvon, on a blazing 
summer day, at the pce where Edward I., 
ages before, held up his baby son and cried to 
the Welsh clans, “ Behold your prince,” our 
prince was proclaimed and crowned with a 
golden fillet amid a glorious ceremonial that 
stands unrivaled for splendor-and stateliness 
in all the annals of British pageantry. The 
memories that crowded in upon the prince, the 
thought that upon him fell the mantle of the 
Black Prince of the warriors of Crecy and 
Agincourt, almost overwhelmed him.

Plenty of Pluck in Next King. 

I was never so near loving him as when he 
rose, slim and boyish in Lis midshipman’s 
uniform, and spoke from his dais to the 
10,000 eager people surging, swaying, and 
glittering round him under the brilliant sun. 
They roared their welcome to him. The 
scene was fierce, with the bright light and 
the thunder of the crowd. In such a pageant 
only some fair haired giant with blazing eyes 
could have fully sustained the title réle, fully 
represented the glowing and imperishable 
youth of England. Yet our pale boy stood 
upon his dais, his breast heaving and his 
glance uneasy, and there fought with himself 
in silence till his nervousness was crushed 
and his pleasant, boyish voice was heard, cool 
and controlled. His speech had of course 
been prepared for him, but it lost nothing in 
the delivery, and he added some of his own 
to it when he concluded: 

“I am very young, but I bave great ex- 
amples before me. I sball bear in mind our 
ancient and beautiful saying, ‘ Without God 
ts without anything; God is enough,’ and I 
shall hope to do my duty to my king, to 
Wales, and td you ell.”

I am glad to way there is plenty of con- 
scious pluck in our next king, and perhaps 
more than enough of modesty. For it was 
after this splendid pageant of Carnarvon that 
he made to one of his intimates the following 
very striking confession: 

“You know I am not the right boy for 
these big shows.” 

Nevertheless he showed at Carnarvon the 
British and American characteristic of being 
able to rise to the occasion.

Created a Knight of the Garter. 

Another ceremony, equally historic, equally 
iniposing and appealing to his boyish imagina- 
tion, took place at Windsor. He was created 
a Knight of the Garter before a full assem- 
blage of the highest of all orders. The king 
bestowed upon him the accolade with the 
same ritual as that of the year of the found- 
ing of the order, 1348. M{he prince had first 
to walk in procession from the castle to St. 
George’s chapel. The most famous, honored 
men of England followed him, each in the 
magnificent robes and plumes of the order. 
Lord Roberts, that glorious old soldier of 
ours, was there, together with Lord Crewe, 
Lord Lansdowne, Lord Rosebery, the orator, 
and an array of dukes. In thet great com- 
pany, gathered in the gray chapel which is as 
much a part of English history as Magna 
Charta (signed hard by at Runnymede), the 
prince unfalteringly took his oath as the king 
knelt and “ tyed about the leg” of his son the 
“noble garter,” to “stand firm, valiantly fight, 
and successfully conquer.”

I emphasize these ceremonies because they 
explain much in the prince’s present disposi- 
tion. He was always an earnest boy. He 
was brought up simply by an earnest father 
and an earnest mother. The cares ‘of state 
hardly weighed upon him until at these great 
ceremonies he began, at 17, to take his part 
in the nation’s public life. The ordinary Eng- 
lishman, if he is given. to reflection, strikes 
an inspiring and restraining vein at the age 
when he comes to use his eyes and his mind 
for himself. He finds his country, almost 
every yard of it, “ fathoms deep in history ” ; 
Lendon untouched for nearly a_ thousand 
years; the New Forest mrch as it was when 
the arrow slew William Rufus; the stately 
cities breathing poems of a glorious past; 
his own family record, perhaps, including men 
who pkyed their part with Cavalier and 
Roundhead, Drake and Raleigh, Nelson, 
Wolfe, and Wellington. He sees the great 
torch burning fiercely yet, his country high 
among the nations, its commerce, its. litera- 
ture, and its arms yet in the van. He does 
not live upon the past; he looks forward to a 
mightier future. But he feels that history 
has given him a precious heritage that must 
be kept untarnished. In this, -I think, you 
find the inspiration of our modern heroes, 
men like the captain and officers of the 
Titanic.

If this be so with the average Englishman, 
imagine the depth and height of duty which 
weighs upon the king’s first born. |Consider 
the weight falling upon him at the of 17.

and another; cycling, golfing, walking, motor- 
ing (driving his own car and mending his own 
punctures), smoking, and rowing. He begins 
to fill out and wear a happier expression. 
Everybody calks him “ Wales,” and nobody 
cares twopence for his rank. The days of 
toadyism ere gone forever from our universi- 
ties. He meets the picked young men of the 
world, Rhodes scholars from the United 
States, Canada, Germany, South Africa, 
Australia, and New Zealand, together with 
the flower of our English youth. 

He joins the officers’ training corps, the 
university branch of our territorial army. He 
serves in the ranks and does not get promo- 
tion. He goes in maneuvers (this in June 
last) and learns the toil and delight of being 
one unit in the rocking, swaying column as 
it marches on and on along the dusty roads. 
He carries rifle, greatcoat, haversack, water 
bottle, and ammunition pouches; puts boric 
powder in his boots to ward off blisters, and 
at night hardens his worn feet in a bath of 
petrol. He sleeps in a barn, gets up at 5, 
dips his head in a bucket, straps on his. ac- 
coutrements, and falls in.

He is smaller and younger than most of 
his comrades, but he’s “simply dashed” if 
he'll give in. On one broiling day he marches 
twenty miles in full kit, “ swearing good and 
hard,” within eight hours. He fights in the 
thin brown line that scatters and falls and 
rises again in little groups which dash for- 
ward and fling themselves down a few yards 
nearer the enemy.

Green Split Pea Soup.

Buy clean peas, since the work 
of picking over is otherwise tedious, Those 
in packages are sometimes dirty. Slice onion 
and carrot and put with peas and cold water 
over a gentile fire and bring to boil slowly.

First, the 
rules: Cook slowly for a long time in a little 
quid, in @ covered vessel; never allow a 
stew to boil; use cool liquid; stir or shake the 
Pan cCceasionally. Advantages: “ Inferior 
and, the:efore, cheaper parts of meat may be 
used. None of the good is lost, as the gravy 
is also served. Extra flavor is given to the 
meat, etc. Not so much meat needed when 
vegetables and dumplings cooked with the 
Stew. Little attention and fire needed. 
Meat, fish, and vegetables may be cooked by 
this method."’ 

An BPxeter stew is the alternative of the 
Irish, and leg of beef is used instead of mut- 
tom. Onion is first fried, a little flour 
browned with it, then meat added, with no 
vegetables, but a little vinegar to make ita 
bit sour, 

Lenten dishes are prescribed definitely. On 
some days in Lent neither butter, milk, eggs, 
nor cheese are allowed, but on other absti- 
nence days these are permitted. Cow’s head, 
sheep's trotiera, pigs’ feet, and pig's fry are 
much used in Ireland.

Test the yeast as for bread. The Irish 
method of testing yeast isto crumble and mix 
it thoroughly with the sugar and two table- 
spoons of lukewarm water, then to cover with 
@ piece of paper a put in a warm place 
for ten minutes, or until it shows a white 
froth on top. To this yeast add the butter 
melted and added to the lukewarm milk, 
which was brought to a boll and cooled. The 
flour should in the meantime have been put 
in @ warm place and moderately heated. 
Sprinkle a little salt around the edges of 
thig and pour yeast into the center, Mix and 
beat and knead with a smooth wooden spoon 
for five minutes, oF finally use the hand to 
knead. Work in the prepared fruit, using 
the grated rind of a lemon instead of the 
peel, which in the shredded form cen be 
purchased in quantities in England and Ire- 
land, where it is much used in bread, cake, 
and puddings. Put into a greased cake tin 
and let rise for one and one-half hours, till 
double its size. Bakeina hot oven fortwenty 
minutes or a little more. This makes a small 
and agreeable loaf, but the dough is not 
* loase ’ as described in the original recipe, 
nor ¢an it be poured.

Two cups of flour, one cup of sifted sugar, 
three eggs, scant oné-half cup milk, four 
ounces of butter, one cup of currants, one 
teaspoon baking powder, one teaspoon of 
mixed spice, one-half cup sultanas, two 
ounces of candied peel (can be omitted). 

Rub the butter into the fiour, sprinkle the 
baking powder over this, add all the rest of 
the dry ingredients, mix with the beaten 
yolks of the egga thinned with the milk, and 
then fold in lightly the well whisked whites. 
Put in a cake tin well greased and lined with 
paper and bake in a moderate oven an hour 
or more. Try at the end of an hour, but it 
may not be done for fifteen minutes longer. 
This is only one, a good one, of the many 
currant cakes so popular in the British isles. 
The receipe of which this is an adaptation 
used two ounces of lard and two of butter.

Home Made Vinegar. 


‘**Some time ago you asked for a recipe 
for home made vinegar and I send it in the 
hope that you will publish it for the bene- 
fit of others. To start this,.use any kind of 
sweet juice you have. if there is any jelly 
in the house that has gone to sugar or that 
did not form, or a little sorghum sirup or 
anything of that kind, put it into a stone 
jar with just enough warm water to make a 
Cut a piece of brown 
wrapping paper about the size of the jar 
lid and put with it a thin layer of bread 
dough the size of the paper. Roll both to- 
gether and drop into the jar. This will 
form the plant. Any kind of fruit juice may 
be added at any time, rinsings from jelly 
glasses, or anything of the sort. Keep the 
jar in a warm place. The contents will be 
vinegar in about three weeks after the jar 
is filled and will taste just like cider vine- 
gar. It is a great saving, for one uses s0 
much vinegar in the summer for sliced cu- 
cumbers, salads, beets, pickle, etc. The 
same plant may be used for years if kept in 
juice. I hope this recipe may be as much 
good to some inexperienced housekeeper as 
it was to me when I was a young housewife. 
Let me give you another suggestion. After 
silverware has been polished, put it into a 
pasteboard box, like a shoe box, sprinkle 
flour over it, and cover it, and it will not turn 
dark, no matter how long you keep it. I 
know this to be true. Mrs. R. T. 8." 

Thank you both for the vinegar recipe and 
for the suggestion about the silver. 1 have 
never heard of the latter before, but there 
is no doubt that it is much easier to wipe 
the flour off of silver than to polish it agaia,

HE problem of the new spring suit is a 
troublesome one for many women of 
moderate means. Can it be made at 
home without looking home made? Is 
the money gain worth the time and 

trouble, and perhaps a loss of style? Whut 
is the best all round suit and what colors 
are best for it? Is it safe for the beginner 
to tackle anything so elaborate? 

In reply to these questions I will answer, as 
many times before, circumstances must guide 
you. Uniess you are a novice with unusual 
knack, do not tackle the spring suit. Better 
try your hand first on a linen or ratine one. 
If determined to “ do or die,” then go about 
aur work carefully, systematically, first 
knowing exactly what you want and having 
patience to practice until you get it. 

It pays to get a good pattern. If you are 
Uncertain about fitting, it is possible to have 
& pattern cut to your measurements. This 
may cost you from $1.50 to $3, but it greatly 
simplifies your work and insures smart lines 
which are frequently lost by altering a stock 
nize pattern. Choose one with simple lines— 
the results will be better and a fussy suit, un- 

less made by an expert, rarely turns out 
well. Besides, theibetter dressed women are 
going in more and more for simplicity. 

Having decided on style and pattern, the 
next step is choice of material. This de- 
pends upon your needs. For a utility suit 
there are the fine serges or the tweeds which 
— in almost al! colors and are always 


As for the color chosen that is a matter 
@ individual preference. Personally, when 
OMe can have but a suit every two seasons, 
nothing quite equals a rich dark blue. 

The style of suit selected also depends 
upon the individual. The slender figure of

stitched to give a little fullness at the top, 
or, best of all, there is a distinct tendency 
toward straighter lines so a woman can be 
untunicked or unfurbelowed and still be in 
style. 

In buying a stock pattern take all your 
measurements carefully and compare with 
the bust, waist, and hip measurements onthe 
pattern. If the hipsare large in proportion to 
the waist, order your pattern by it and fit in 
the waist. The regulation length of skirts 
is forty-two or forty-three inches in front 
and forty-five or forty-six inches at back. 
For a train the skirt is longer at the back 
but not in front, but on every pattern the 
length is printed on the envelope. 

As it will be impossible in an article of this 
length to give a special design for a suit, I 
may pause right here for a word on taking 
your own medsurements. This will help 
should you wish te have a pattern cut to 
order. 

Take the bust measure loosely. Adjust the 
tape around the body over the fullest part 
of the bust and an inch below the armhole, 
with a slight upward slope at the center of 
back. 

The waist measure is taken tight with the 
tape adjusted straight around the waist. The 
length of waist is taken by holding a tape 
from neck to waist line at center front and 
back, and under the arm'to the waist line. 
Hold the tape closely in place. 

The length of sleeve is measured on the 
under side, with arm hanging straight by 
the side. Measure from under the arm to 
the wrist and to the crotch of the arm. The 
arm size is also measured with the hanging 
arm, while the outside length of sleeve is 
taken with the arm bent up to the shoulder 
blade. 

For the width of the sleeve adjust the tape 
around the muscular part of the arm about 
three inches below the armhole; measure the 
wrist and just below the elbow. Measure the 
length of shoulder, the neck, from armhole 
to armhole across the back midway between 
the bust line and neck, and about the same 
depth across chest. . Also the length front 
and back from neck to bust line and from 
bust line to waist. 

For the skirt, measure at front, back, and 
each hip—if they differ, as often happens— 
adjusting the tape from the waist line to 
the floor. Adjust the tape about six inches 
below the waist line for the hip measure, also 
midway between. |

The members of the league wisely refrain 
from going personally among the girla, who, 
finding themselves objects of curiosity, im- 
mediately become intractable. A settlement 
house has therefore been established in Fed- 
eral street near the corner of Twenty-second 
with Mrs. Masales in charge. She is the 
widow of a clergyman and a woman whose 
work is her only interest in life and who ig 
singularly fitted in character for her posi- 
tion. The members of the league acknowl- 
eige that much of their success is due to her 
efforts. 

One little story, one among a great many, 
will serve to illustrate the power of the 
league. Mrs. Masales came in contact with 
several girls one afternoon. One was young 
and impressed the matron as especially 
pathetic because she was more than ordina- 
rily intelligent, so Mrs. Masales spoke to her 
about the future and warned her of her 
eventual fate. The girl answered her by 
pome of the most profane and abusive lan- 
guage it had ever been Mrs. Masales’ misfor- 
tune to hear and departed with a curse on her 
‘lips. 

Mre. Masales never expected to hear from 
her again, but six "months later she appeared 
and told her that she had thought of nothing 
else for the six months except the fate Mrs. 
Masales had predicted for her, and asked for 
work. A position was procured for her and 
she went to work ina department store under 
another name. One day one of her former 
associates saw her and called her by name. 
She did not answer and was spoken to a sec- 
ond time and a third. Finally she turned 
quietly and said: ‘“‘ You are mistaken; I am 
not the person you think, and if you continue 
to annoy me I will speak to a floorwalker.” 
‘The man was completely deceived and apolo- 
gized profoundly. And the girl with a new 
sense of seturity went on with her work,

In the last year fifty girls were placed in 
good positions, and some of them have since 
married happily. Eighty-five women were 
helped in less ways. 

The league does not confine its interest 
to the girls and women, but gives a help- 
ing hand to the men and boys, too. Last 
year assistance of various kinds was given 
to 100 of these, 1,500 calls were made on the 
needy, and many meals were furnished them 
88 Well as medical aid. 

The needs of the childrem of this district 
have become an important part ef the ao- 
tivity of the Welfare league. 

The league is grateful for the cotperation 
of many competent physicians, among whom 
are Dr. Julia Holmes Smith, Dr. Richaelle 
Yarros, Dr. Bertha Van Hoesen, and Dr.

a Calling System Big Problem of Washington Women. 


By Mme. Z. 


ASHINGTON, D. C.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.]—A cabinet hostess 
was at thome to callers one day 
not long ago. A friend who assisted 

. her in receiving, observing a plain- 
ly dressed, timid looking little woman par- 
taking of tea and sandwiches. engaged her 
in conversation. 

“Visiting ie my only recreation,” nalvely 
‘confided the caller. ‘“‘ Thies is the third time 
this winter I’ve gotten a woman to stay 
with the children so I could call on the ladies 
of the cabinet.” 

On the afternoon mentioned this woman 
‘was one of 850 who called on that particular 
cabinet hostess. When Mrs. Thomas R. 

“Marshall, wife of the vice president, received 
for the first time in Washington last win- 
tera thousand women called on her. Within 
less than a year’s residence at the capital 
Mrs. Marshall has personally returned more 
than 2,000 calls. 

“When I return home after having made 
# doven calis in an afternoon,’’ Mrs. Duncan 
U. Fletcher, wife of Senator Fletcher of 


Florida and’ president of the Congressional 
club, exclaimed at a meeting held recently 
at the club to discuss the calling problems of 
Washington society, ‘‘ it is to find that twen- 
ty-four women have calledonme. For every 
step forward toward getting my calls paid 
I make two steps backward.’ 

The calling system which prevails at Wagsh- 
ington is more complicated than the tariff. 


To call or not to call is the issue one hears 


discussed at afternoon teas, morning bridge 
Parties, and at the clubs. It is a subject 
over which not only the women of official 
society are agitated, but which no diplomat 
or statesman considers it beneath his dig- 
nity to discuss seriously. 

The women upon whom precedence and 
custom have entailed the heaviest burdens 
of this calling system are the wives of judges 
of the Supreme court, the hostesses of the 
cabinet circle, and the women of the con- 
gressional circle. The wives of foreign dip- 
lomats are expected to return the calls which 
any or all of these women may make upon 
them, but the embassies and legations do 
not fall prey to the calling of the general 
public as do the cabinet and congressional 
homes.

Any persons, whether in official or resident 
society or not, may call by appointment upon 
the wife of the president. The women of the 
diplomatic corps also are received by her at 
the White House, often several times each 
season. The first lady of the land never isa 
expected to make a return call, however. 

The wife of the vice president keeps open 
house one afternoon a week. It is an under- 
stood fact that the returning of callsis not 
obligatory upon her. She makes her calling 
rounds or not, as she may deem desirable. 
It happens that Mrs. Thomas R. Marshall 
believes in calling. She declares it leads to 
good feeling and thinks if women have not 
time for afternoon teas ané calling, too, they 
should omit the former. In accord with this 
view Mrs. Marshall has thus far returned 
every call made upon her since her arrival 
at the capital. It may be remarked in pass- 
ing she is one of the most popular women 
who ever has entered official life here. 


The calling season at Washington begins 
officially on Dec. 6, the day that congress 
convenes, but is rarely in full swing until 
early in January. Monday is the day on: 
which the women of the Supreme court circle 
and many women in resident society receive. 
Tuesday is the day at home of the wives of 
more than four hundred members of the 
lower house of congress. On Wednesday aft- 
ernoons the world and his wife go calling 
on the wife of the vice president, the wife of 
the speaker of the house, and the women of 
the cabinet. Thursday the women of the 
senatorial set receive, and on Friday the 
wives of the foreign diplomats are at home. 
In addition to these, there are several hun- 
dred women in resident society and wives of 
many assistant and under secretaries who 
observe some day at home each week. 


All these women must call on each other 
more than once during the season if they 
follow the prescribed etiquette, They must, 
in addition to the first calls which they make 
during a season, pay their dinner and recep- 
tion and tea calls. In a capital where one is 
invited within every twenty-four hours to a 
round of afternoon teas, receptions, and 
dances, and where one dines out every even- 
ing that one does not give a dinner party at 
home, these “ bread and butter "’ calis alone 
mean an endless round of visits for the 
woman in official life. In addition to these 
calls, however, she must attempt to return 
the calls of women who are not logically en- 
titled to a place on her visiting list. 


That America is a democracy is a fact 
which official society in Washington has not 
forgotten. If a woman who is neither in 
official nor in resident society, but who, like 
the naive caller at the home of the cabinet 
hostess, leaves the children with the hired 
help and goes calling for an afternoon's rec- 
reation, that woman is entitled, according to 
the present code, to receive a return call. 
There are some women in official life in 
Washington, however, of whom Mrs. Champ 
Clark and Mrs. Oscar Underwood are two, 
who never have attempted the obviously im- 
possible task of returning their calls. 

Not long ago Henry White, former am- 
bassador to France and a man familiar with 
the etiquette of European capitals, consent- 
ed, at the request of Mra. William Jennings 
Bryan, to address the members of the Con- 
which 
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prevail abroad. Mr. White, in his talk, advo- 
cated as the only solution to the problem the 
adoption by Washington women of the Euro- 
pean custom of calling by card only. He ex- 
plained that in Europe a woman’s cards are 
mailed from the stationer’s, who has the or- 
der to engrave and distribute them at the be- 
ginning of a season; or they may be 
sent by a messenger at any hour of the day 
or night, so they are sent promptly. 

Mr. White touched on the matter of preced- 
ence, a subject on which a goodly portion 
of official society is sore here at present, by 
saying that in the matter of first calle he had 
never heard any discussion as to whether 
a duchess should call on a countess frat, or 
vice versa. 

Mrs. Hawley of Oregon spoke out In meet- 
ing and recorded a protest against the former 
ambassador’s plea for the substitution of the 
calling card for the personal visit. Mrs. 
Robert La Follette is another woman who 
has strenuously opposed the adoption in 
Washington of European codes of etiquette. 
She declares it is undemocratic and un- 
American for the women of this country to 
model a calling system by that of one / 


the foreign capitals. There are other womeri’| 


who advocate the sending of cards as the 
most sensible means of disposing of all forma! 
calls, but who believe that in the case of a 
‘dinner, reception, or other hospitality a per- 
sonal call should follow. 

The fact that women in every rank of 
official life are putting their heads together 
to devise ways and means of simplifying 
Washington’s complicated calling code is do- 
ing much to clear the social atmosphere of 
discontent. At present the question of call- 
ing looms larger on the horizon of social 
Washington than any other issue. All official 
society awaits hopefully and) prayerfully 
some safe and sane solution to the problem.

NRI BIDOU of Paris has announced 
@ suczrising theory. He believes that 
music is born of strife; that only those 


nations havi be ome musicaily profi- — 


cient which have passed through 

great suffering; that the truly musical na- 
tions live in the midst of wars and alarms, 
and, “like cowards, whistle to keep their 


epirits up.” Perhaps the most surprising 
thing about M. Bidou is that he is nota choir 
leader. He is described as critic and his- 
torian. 

Now M. Bidou may be a critic, but a his- 
torian of reliable qualifications he most emi- 
mently is not. The news dispatch quoted 
few of M. Bidou’s arguments, though they 
reported fully upon his assertions. But it 
seems reasonably certain that the French 
historian is ignorant of the folk songs of all 
peoples, notably of the English, for he makes 
Many statements that are entirely incom- 
patible with the facts pertaining to a music 
of the people. 

Thus M. Bidou asserts that Engiand {s 
exempt from the occasions in which poets 
“learn in suffering what they celebrate in 
gong.” Yet it is admitted that the poetic 
literature of the English language is at least 
as rich as that of Germany, France, or Italy. 
Perhaps M. Bidou has confused the poet and 
the singer. It is evident, in any event, that 
his acquaintance with the history of England 
has its limitations. For not only was Mil- 
ton, for example, a musician of distinguished 
attainments, but the art was so universally 
Practiced in England in the sixteenth and 
Seventeenth centuries that it was the custom 
to engage servants because of their musicai 
gifts and attainments. 

Every Englishman wae a musician in the 
Gays of Henry VIII. and Elizabeth, and there 
has been preserved in the folk songs of the 
people an imperishable record of these cen- 
turies of prosperity and comparative peace 
“behind England’s encircling seas.” M. 
Bidou ascribes to the protection of these the 
supposedly songless state of England. In 
point of fact it was only when the English 
began to fare forth across the seas in 
quest of empire that they coased to be mu- 
@ically productive. 

If it were true, as the French critic and 
historian would have us beileve, that music 
4s born of strife, then we would expect the 
music of the future to come from the Latin- 
American republics. The Spanish races in 
America have enjoyed five centuries of strife. 
It is about time that they began to produce 
some music of their own. But ever since they 
could afford it they have been importing all 
their music from Italy. Spain has produced 
even less musicthan England. Yet the Span- 
ish people have waged as many wars as the 
Germans or the French. 

Again if music is born of strife then the 
latter centuries of the Roman empire should 
have left some records of song; then the 
music makers of the middle ages should have 


been recruited from any other race than the . 


peaceful merchants of Flanders; then the 
Norwegians and the Swedes should have 
made ‘no music at all in comparison with the 
Russians, whereas the output is about equal. 
All the facts seem to contradict M. Bidou if 
he will abandon his pretty fancy long 
enough to acquaint himself with them. 

In the first place he is advised to make 
gome comprehensive study of the folk song. 
It will prove that the people of every race 
seem about equally disposed! to song and that 
the songs they make seem to be of about 
equal worth. The Italian makes ¢tonven- 
tional tunes that reflect the bright hues of 
his sunny skies. The Irish:peasant makes 
tunes just as beautiful, which, in their senti- 
mental moments are touched with something 
of the mystery that is the heritage of Celtic 
temperament. The English and the Ger- 
man peasant make songs that are much 
alike. The Scotchman has more imagina- 
tion and more logic, too, in his songs than 
the Slav, but less temperament. And in the 
end one is neither better nor worse than the 
other. 

So much for the native musical endow- 
ment which seems to have been equal for 
all European races. Why, then, have some 
of them developed this gift and others 
megiected it? It will be remembered that 
about the tenth century the Netherlanders 
began to build up their great school of con- 
trapuntal song. They performed their work 


not at home in Flanders, butin Rome. They * 


Were the music makers for the church. Why 
did but one Itallan have important part 'n 
this great epoch of vocal art? Because the 
whole habit of the Italian mind was what 
Mr. Cecil Forseythe in his able book, entitled 


SEAGLE 
CWEESS a

* Music and Nationalism,” has called “ the 
habit of exteriorization.” 

The Italians were bent upon the spiritual 
conquest of the world through the church. 
Rome was the center of the world from which 
all roads led. Each was a pathway to spir- 
itual empire and the whole Italian world 
was bent uron expanding that empire. The 
discovery of the new world made Spain rath- 
er than, Italy the center of empire. The Ital- 
jans never have been a great seagoing peo- 
ple and they could not compete with the 
other seaboard nations in the struggle for 
empire that was inaugurated with the dis- 
covery of America. The Dutch ceased to 
be musically productive and began to col- 
onize. The Spaniards annexed the greater 
part of two continents. The English stopped 
making music and began to séttle such por- 
tions of the new hemisphere as their Latin 
neighbors had not taken. Later they were 
kept busy plundering the Frenchman, the 
Spaniard, and the Dutchman of their pos- 
sessions. 

In brief, every seaboard nation was com- 
pletely engrossed with dreams of distant 
worlds, with the lure of strange coun- 
tries and the conquest of strange peo- 
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to be musically productive and became 
commercially great. The French, never 
successul colonizers and always indifferent 
seamen, were the first of these nations to 
resume that habit of mind which makes for 
musical productiveness. The Italians with 
the Spaniards andthe French, furthering the 
smpire of the church, began to develop a 
certain self-centered mental state. The Ger- 
mans lived with their backs to their fron- 
tiers and their faces toward their hearth- 
stones. These peoples became musically pro- 
ductive. 

In every case peace and prosperity con- 
tributed to musical productiveness. The 
troubled period in which Beethoven lived 
left as its only recordin his art one symphony 
out of nine. Bach summed up all the art of 
France, England, and Italy, as well as of 
Germany. So far from being a product of 
the thirty years’ war, as M. Bidou asserts, 
Bach's art was derived from a source 
much more ancient than the songs of that 
period. Its roots go back to the tenth cen- 
tury.

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true countries of music as ‘“‘ frontier prov- 
inces exposed to eternal vicissitudes.’’ Were 
this true, the Balkan nations would be the 
most productive musically in Europe; the 
golden age of American music would have 
transpired about 1700; the South Americans 
would dominate our concert halls and opera 
houses; Italy would have @little music; 
France would have less; Germany would 
have done nothing since syapcteon was over- 
thrown. 

Since none of these things is true, it would 
seem that M. Bidou’s theories are disproved 
by reductio ad absurdum. 
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HE life of any motor car depends whol- 
ly upon the use and abuse to which it 
is put, and more particularly the abuse. 
Tt is true that old cars are traded in 
for new ones, which naturally have 

many up to date refinements and little com- 
fort giving devices, to say nothing of style, 
yet it is also true that it is not because the 
old car has failed to perform its full duty to 
the owner. 

A good car, well handled, can easily travel 
from 75,000 to 150,000 miles before it need be 
gent to the scrap pile; and even after this 
service it can be made to do some sort of duty, 
#uch as commercial work or even farm work. 
The average owner forgets himself while on 
the road and thrilled with the enjoyment of 
bowling along at a good pace hesitates not 
for culverts that stick up several inches, rail- 
road crossings that are bumpy, deep ruts 
that tear tires, or any one of the thousand 
little things that go far toward tearing a 
car to pieces bit by bit. 

The speed permitted calls frequently fer / 
quick action on the brakes and there is al< 
ways a desire to get away in as much haste 
as the power of the motor will permit—all 
of which add to the car racking destruction 
- that brings an otherwise splendid piece of 
machinery to an early death so far as prac- 
tical use is concerned. 

The man who starts easily, who begins to 
slow down some distance in advance of the 
spot at which he intends stopping, who slows 
for bad roads and rough crossings, who saves 
his car and his motor in every conceivable 
manner is the one who has little trouble and 
who does not feel the need of having a new 
car every year. 

It is probably true that the average auto- 
mobile owner is in too much of a hurry to © 
give attention to such a multiplicity of de- 
tails and so much careful attention to driv- 
tng; perhaps he is right in his declaration 
that by hurrying he can make enough more 
te compensate for the loss occasioned by the 
never care sort of driving te which he has 
educated himself. 

But it will prove, nevertheless, that with 
anywhere near the care given, for instance, 
a locomotive, with ite frequent overhauling 
and inspection after each round trip, the 
automobile will outshine any piece of ma- 
chinery on earth. No locomotive or other 
piece of machinery is subjected to the hard 
wse and severe abuse that comes to the mod- 
ern car, which is, as a rule, purchased for the 
express purpose of giving enjoyment, cost 
what it may. and while a man will pinch 
pennies in his business and howl for low 
prices on minute purchases, he wil! cast aside 
all reason in the use of a car and step up 
and pay his bills for repairs or for ea new 
car. 

The point is, however, that ifeven ordinary 
cate can be exercised in upkeep and driving 
the average machine of today will last many 
years, give perfect service, and travel thou- 
sands upon thousands of miles

Every motorist knows the value of heaving 
the gasoline warm before it enters the motor 
and he also knows how much more readily 
it will volatise when warmed. A TRIBUNE 
| veader complains of being unable to start 
his car, when coid. even by priming with 
gasoline. The probability ie he overprimed 
the motor and had too rich and too wet a 
mixture for the quantity of air within the 
combustion chamber. However, the hard 
starting in cold weather have been response 
ble for the introduction of a priming device 
by means of which the gasoline contained 
therein ie heated before being permitted 
te enter the intake pipe. The primer is de- 
signed to be attached to the dash and filled 
with gasoline. There is an outlet at the bot- 
tom for letting the gasoline into the intake 
pipe, and there is a little resistance coil 
which, when the electric switch‘ is turned 
on, is responsible for the heating of the fluid 
by aid of the current from the battery. 

A leaky piston ring, as is well known, ts 
one of the causes of loss of compression in 
the cylinder and consequently a decided lack 
of power, to say nothing of a greater con- 
sumption of fuel than is neceesary, It is 

not always an easy matter, however, to 
overcome this loss of compression if the pis- 
ton rings do not fit the cylMnder walls—and 
they do not always fit even in new cars, 
because of a lack of flexibility, until the 
car has been run long enough for the rings 
and walis of the cylinders to have become 
worn together in a good. ft.

Flexibis tubing comes in standard sizes to 
fit almost any carburetor, such as ] inch, 14 
inch, 14% inch, and can be procured in automo- 
bile supply houses. If it cannot be obtained 
there try the Stromberg Motor Devices com- 
pany, maker of the Stromberg carburetor; 
Findeisen & Kropf Manufacturing company, 
maker of the Rayfield carburetor; Wheeler 
& Schebler, makers of the Schebler carbure- 
tor. The first two named have factories in 
Chicago, while the last named has a branch. 
These concerns can furnish the necessary 
connections also. The pipe slips-over the 
air inlet of the carburetor and is held in place 
by a small screw.

First to enter the list on even terms with 
Buropeans ig the Maxwell Motor company.

If the three Maxwells make a creditable 
showing against the French and German and 
Italians, on the Indianapolis speedway, it is 
more than likely that another team of three 
will be made to conform to the European 
standard and to race in the big Huropean 
classic next year.

Often it may 
be a healthy dislike, a Hebraic mood of cas- 
tigation that will strike off the illuniinating 
sparks. But passion of some sort there must 
be if any real result is to be got out of the 
“review,"’ if the evil or the beauty of the 
creation before him is to become evident to 
others. What we don’t want is the jaded ap- 
petite, the cynical mood of “ nothing new 
under the sun,’”’ which is a depressing, un- 
healthy attitude, bad for author and public. 

There should always be some note of fer- 
vor in the critic’s voice, the conviction of 
one proclaiming a discovery or warnins 
against imposture. Think of the way in 
which you were first introduced to some great 
piece of literature. It was not through text- 
book or the cautious recommendations of a 
teacher. Either you discovered the good 
thing for yourself or some friend and prose- 
lytizer held you by the coat and shouted the 
message of his admiration into your ears. 
I like to remember those times when the 
few books that really mean much to me were 
thus first opened to my eyes. I am sure 


‘nothing in all the controverted paths of life 


and thought so much as that love and hate 
and admiration are necessary to engender 
love and hate and admiration in the heart 
of another. 

For what reason are books reviewed in the 
newspapers? To educate authors? I know 
one popular novelist who reads diligently 
everything written about his own books 
and tries conscientiously to apply all the 
different sorts of advice that is given him 
upon his next effort. Such an attempt to 
obey the multitudinous opinions of review- 
ers must lead him ultimately to the insane 
asylum. The critic may flatter himself he 
is teaching the authors their business, but if 
he has any sense of humor he must know 
no real writer pays attention to his re- 
marks. Of course the publishers of books 
are mv” interested, not in the judgments 
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in Scenic Art.

He is never afflict- 
ed with occidental doubts and lassitudes as 
he plays among the jeweled splendors of all 
the ages, fashioning them into newer and 
more fantastic patterns for the amazement 
of the modern world. And under the patterns 
he never fails to speak for himself, to sug- 
gest the abysmal incongruities of humanity’s 
dance at the edge of the precipice. 

Such an art as his would not have been 
possible in any other century, for it implies 
travel in many lands, study in many mu- 
geums, learning gained from thousands of 
archaeological photographs,—in short, close 
knowledge of recent investigations into the 
past. However, the rich material thus gath- 
ered ia never used for slavish imitation, but 
always for an extremely personal and 
strongly conventionalized system of design. 

Bakst is the most vigorous influence today 
in the revitalizing of scenic art. In the face 
of his titanic labors and wonderful achieve- 
ments, Gordon Craig is 2 theorist, and Rein- 
hart a timorous experimenter. His settings 
of “‘ Schaheragade,” “St. Sebastian,’ “ Boris 
Godounow,” “L’Aprismidi d'un Faune,” 
and other ballets and operas have been the 
sensations of the century in Paris. The pres- 
ent exhibition is our first opportunity to study 
his ideas. 

Charies Walter Stetscen, who died in Rome 
in 1911, was an American peinter whose life 
was singularly isolated, but whose fame un- 
doubtedly will increase as time goes on. A 
few of his imaginative, richly colored pic- 
tures have been seen in Chicago, but the 
present memorial exhibition at the institute 


affords the first comprehensive view of his 


work. 
Stetson’s landscapes, even the tiny ones, 
suggest immensity. His trees tower up 


against glowing skies, his pools,stretch off 


into distance, his slopes lead heavenward; 
and in these vast spaces little human figures 
wander half dazed in a luminous world. In 
“ After the Bath” the two nude figures at 
the pool are vaguely symbolic of a new cre- 
ation, and the gay procession, “ In Praise of 
Dionysius,” asserte the childlike tendencies 
and purity of the painters ideal. His rich, 
sensuous color ie pervaded by exquisite 
grace; the little figures dancing and saluting 
have a fleeting, haunting delicacy. One fine 
picture, “ Pursuit,” in which a row of gayly 
clad girls is running after a little nude Love, 


geems to symbolize the spirit of the painter, | 


who forever pureuéd elusive beauty, and 
devoted his life to recording his vision.

and opinions of reviewers, butin the amount 
of space that is given their own wares. It 
would be better to make the publishers pay 
for that space. 

So there remains the public, the great gen- 
eral public, which is supposed to look for 
guidance in the choice of reading to the 
newspaper where it gets so much else. In 
the intervals between coffee and cakes 
it can pick up the current book gossip as 
well as the last quotations and the state of 
the nation. If sufficiently excited by a re- 
viewer's remarks, the head of the house 
may even buy a book occasionally and read 
at it—at least he will recognize its name the 
next time he hears it. Surely it is this 
general public that is most concerned wita 
what the reviewer has to say—not the author 
or the publisher. _ 

It is to this unknown mass of individual 
units known as the general public that the 
taster of books must address himself, for 
whose welfare and best interests he should 
be scrupulous. He is mediator between the 
hurried, distracted public and the flood of 
printed provender that is daily pouring from 
the presses; to some degree also he is 
mediator for ideas that claim recognition, 
between oblivion and life. If the critic is to 
have a conscience, this must be his con- 
science. 


—»- 

Obviously it is no part of the reviewer's 
duty to sit in fina: judgment upon the crea- 
tion of the hour. If there is such a thing as 
ultimate standards in these delicate matters 


of the spirit, it cannot be applied until time | 


has erased the marks of new birth and sea- 
soned the creation. Ultimate judgments 


come not from single opinions, no matter | 


how wise, but from the slowly forming con- 
victions of society as a whole. Nobody 
knows certainly what he thinks all at once. 
Time is the great clarifier of opinion. So let 
the critic leave to the literary historian the 
dangerous task of making ultimate judg- 
ments. That would relieve us of snapshot, 
foolish criticism, the crowning of master- 
pieces by the dozen, the silly manufacture 
of publishers’ puffs. Let the publishers and 
the booksellers manufacture their own ad- 
vertising and pay for it. The deliberate 
judgment of the critic who finds each week 
a new masterpiece is proof of the ignoramus. 

The sorting and recommending of books to 
the public should be a simple enough mat- 
ter. List all the books put forth by rep- 
utable publishers with the briefest sort of 
descriptive note after such of them as de- 
serve any explanation. Then let the critic 
select a few of those books which have fired 
him, which have engendered in his mind 
some real thoughteand emotion, and upon 
these few let him expend his enthusiasm. 
Let him preach upon-his discovery ahd pro- 
claim it to the world with all the fervor of 
his belief. For the rest, silence—the most 
salutary and the most healing of criticism. 

For the most part there will be silence as 
there should be. There is not room for many 
survivals. We must clear our shelves more 
inexorably as the flood of books gains upon 
us, and refuse to have our minds cluttered 
with useless and impertinent books any more 
than our shelves.

the wording of the homestead law made un- 
foreseen difficulties in surveying. ‘The enor- 
mous extent of the public domain soon made 
apparent the want of geometrical knowledge 
of our early legislators, for any school master 
eould have told them that the sgurface’of a 
globe, or even our American part of it, 
could not be lined off into checkerboards of 
square miles very far without botching dis- 
tortions of the farm shapes. 

So to carry out the intent of the law sur- 
veyors devised the present method of a 
principal meridian running north and south 
through the part to be divided, intersected 
by an east and west line called a standard 
parallel. The spot where these main lines 
cross is known as the initial point, and is 
more carefully marked than other portions 
of the work. 

A glance at either globes or maps tells us 
that lines of longitude cannot be parallel, 
therefore, equal distances from one another 
cannot be preserved, because north and south 
lines “converge” until they meet at the 
poles. For this reason a degree of longitude 
may be one mile or nearly seventy miles, as 
it is measured remote from or near to the 
equator.

Checks of forty-two miles east and west 
and twenty-four miles north and south, when 
drawn or platted, give a saw tooth aspect 
to one border, because there cannot be the 
same distances between the meridians at the 
north end as at the starting point; another 
standard parallel on top of this check will 
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stick out’ visibly over the converged closing 
points. 

Finally, this zigzag land division demands 
a stopping point and what is called an inde- 
pendent meridian cuts off the irregularities 
into fractional : sections, all work beyond 
starting right, if it does not stay that way 
long. 

And the young surveyor who attempts to 
make an east and west line of latitude by 
merely turning off a right angie toa meridian 
will find his projections running away toward 
the equator, another trick that globes play 
in trying.to ‘squeeze them into squares. One 
would surmise that the earth was so large 
that a mile or two run on the supposition that 
it was flat instead of round would not make 
itself apparent. But just try to continue 
a level from any point without making 
allowance for the actual curvature of the 
earth’s surface, and with the first mile your 
line tries to get away from the world a few 
inches, the next mile sticks out toward the 
stars considerably, and first thing you know 
to continue yaur straight “ level " you would 
have to support it with Bunker Hill monu- 
ment,.and even McKinley's peak wouldn’t 
help any the next mile. And then your 
“level would turn out to be no level at all, 
for water would remain at the place you 
started from, and the only way to have it 
remain on earth would be to curve your level 
with the rea] curvature of its surface.

Preparing for Centenary Ob- 
servances Here on Jour- 
neys to Old Home. 


RAISING SUMS OF MONEY. 


Great Exposition in Christiania 
This Coming Summer Is 
Principal Event. 


Two hundred thousand Norwegians in the 
United States are preparing to participate in 
the Norwegian centenary celebration at 
Christiania June 15 to Oct. 15. 

Many thousand homes here in America are 
busy with preparations for a journey to the 
“homeland.” In Chicago the Work in con- 
nection with the American exhibits is under 
the direction of L. C. Grundeland and others. 
Churches, institutions, and commercial con- 
cerns in which people of Norwegian blood are 
interested have been invited to cotperate in 
the effort to take as much as possible of 
American life and conditions to the exposi- 
tion. 

Festivals are  othaned also for Norwegiane 
who are unable to go abroad. On May 16and 
17 there will be a gathering of about 20,000 in 
Humboldt park and Brand's park, ‘Chicago, 
under the auspices of the Norwegian Na- 
tional league. 

The North Dakota legislature has appropri- 
gted $10,000 for participating in the centen- 
nial. On July 4 Gov. Hanna in person, ac- 
companied by his staff, will present a statue 
of Lincoln, who more than any other man 
has embodied in his life the American princi- 
ples which appeal to the Norwegian immi- 
grant. The funds for this monument were 
collected privately. 


Collecting Large Sums of Money. 

In Minnesota and Wisconsin the work isin 
charge of semi-official committees under their 
respective governors. Twenty-five thousand 
dollars has already been collected from Nor- 
wegian-Americans for a memorial gift to 
Norway. 

At the same time the various “ bygdelags ”’ 
are collecting almost as large donations for 
their individual home parishes or valleys. 

The invitation to take part in the celebra- 
tion has been accepted by the Luther college 
band, sixty-one students of the oldest Norwe- 
gian college in America, at Decorah, Ia., who 
will sail May 5. The Norwegian Singers’ 
union, an organization extending through- 
out all the northern states, will be repre- 
sented at the midsummer gong festival at 
Christiania by a delegation of 400 singers, 
who, under the direction of Emil Bjorn, will 
give concerts in Chicago, Washington, D. C., 
and New York before embarking. 

This exposition will be strictly national in 
the character of the exhibits as well asinits 
administration. With one notable exception, 
only Norwegian commodities and the prod- 
ucts of Norwegian industry will be admitted, 


Over-Seas Norway. 

That single exception is the ‘‘ Over-Seas 
‘Norway ” exhibit, to which is devoted an 
attractive pavilion. Even the ‘“ Norway- 
Abroad ” exhibit excludes the display of for- 
eign manufactures. It will consist entirely 
of photographs, drawings, models, plates, 
and statistical reports designed to throw light 
on the life and activities of Norwegians 
abroad. 

When Norway’s call went out through the 
legation at Washington for such codperation, 
it was responded to by Norwegian-Americans 
with great enthusiasm. It has proved an in- 
centive to the collection of much historical 
material and data which might otherwise 
have been neglected. The famous Harku 
stone, found at Yarmouth, N. S., and dating 
back to 1007, will be loaned by the Canadian 
Pacific railway to enrich the fine historical 
Sandvig collections and the Norwegian Folk 
museum at Bvedo. 

Of closer and more modern interest are the 
histories of some of the middle west states 
which are being written for the exposition 
from the Norwegian point of view, portraying 
the part Norwegians took in the development 
particularly of North Dakota, Minnesota, and 
Wisconsin. 


Car Waits; Passengers Vaccinated. 


Muscatine; Ia., March 7.—A panic nearly oc- 
curred on a street car here when a man was found 
to be suffering from smallpox. The car was held 
until the health officer arrived, and all of the occu- 
pants were vaccinated. The closing of the city 
schools is threatened because of smallpox.

Wants Own Sex to Govern Legal 


Troubles of Its Members. 


SHE CITES PROGRESS MADE. 


Points Jury Rights Allowed in For- 
eign Nations.

We have been in the oe hank of thinking of 
our law courts as places where justice is 
dealt out by men to men only, where men 
are brought who have been arrested by po- 
licemen, interrogated by men captains or 
sergeants, and guarded in prison by 
jailers. In addition men are brought in 
court by men bailiffs, tried by juries of Eaieg 
sentenced by men judges, and cared for by 
men in the institutions to which they are 
committed, says Mrs. Louise De Koven 
Bowen in the Survey Press burc-u. 

We do not often think of the thousands 
of unfortunate women brought into our 
courts. ‘Despite their numbers and their 
great need for special care, our legal ma- 
chinery is still largely in the hands of men, 
although many eminent lawyers and jurists 
are feeling the need of woman's help and 
sympathy in dealing with women. 


Care of Woman Prisoners. 

From the time of the arrest of a’ woman 
to the final disposition of her case she is at 
a disadvantage. In the police stations of 
Chicago the women are herded together, the 
innocent with the guilty, the clean with the 
unclean. The sleeping accommodations are 
vile. 

When the woman appears for her pre- 
‘liminary hearing she is tousled and untidy as 
the result of having been without proper 
toilet accommodations, and therefore is apt 
to create an unfavorable impression, 

Arrests of women should be made, if possi- 
ble, by women police. Women pmsoners 
should be placed under the supervision of a 
police matron. When the time comes for 
gheir trial they should be accompanied to the 
courtroom by women who can explain the 
legal procedure to them and stand beside 
them when they are subjected to the harass- 
ing questions so frequently put to them by 
attorneys. 


Special Courts in Chicago. 

Chicago has done away with its old police 
courts and in their place has municipal 
courts with judges elected by the people. 
Under the able leadership of Chief Justice 
Olson these courts have been socialized and 
specialized. He has designated branches to 
be known as the Court of Domestic Relations 
and the Morals court. 

The Court of Domestic Relations deals with 
offenses involving the mother and the child, 
and in this court the woman first tells her 
story to one of the social secretaries of the 
judge. Both are women, and these secre- 
taries are often able to settle cases without 
bringing them into court. In one year the 
first social secretary of this court settled out 
of court, with the cotperation of other 
agencies in the city, 2,776 cases, thus saving 
much publicity and mortification to a large 
number of people. 

The women who come to this court are often 
obliged to bring their children with them. 
These children are looked after by a trained 
nurse in a comfortable nursery. 


Court to Redeem Women. 

In the Morals court of Chicago are heard 
the cases of women charged with improper 
conduct. Here an effort is made to find out 
the reazon for their downfall and, if possi- 
ble, through advice, encouragement, or em- 
ployment, to give them another chance to 
lead a decent life. There is a woman physi- 
cian connected with this court, and the Juve- 
nile Protective association keeps a woman 
officer in the Criminal court to advise and 
assist the women and young girls brought 
there as witnesses or as prisoners. 

In all cases pertaining to women and chil- 
dren women should sit as jurors, as they 
do in Norway and Sweden and are beginning 
to do in the ¢qual suffrage states in America. 
A story comes from one of the states in the 
west where women were sitting as jurorsina 
criminal case. The district attorney told the 
women he considered the evidence unfit for 
the mt ohear and advised them to withdraw. 
They did so and the prisoner got off free. 


Women Stand by Court. 

The other women of the town, however, 
made such a vigorous protest against this 
neglect of duty on the part of their own sex 
that when the district attorney made the 
same request the following day to the women 
summoned as jurors in another case, one 
of them announced that if every other woman 
went out she would stay to hear the case. 
The others immediately followed her ex- 
ample. Finding that the women were quite 
resolved to do jury duty, the prisoner im- 
mediately pleaded guilty and threw himself 
upon the mercy of the court. 

A large percentage of women in reforma- 
tory institutions are mentally deficient. At 
the Bedford Reformatory for Women the 
percentage of inmates mentally deficient is 
87; the Industrial School for Girls at 
Lancaster, Mass., gives 50 per cent; the 
Maryland Industrial School for Girls at Balti- 
eri it as high as 60 per cent, while 
thr reformatories for men and boys in 
New York, New Jersey, and Illinois give, re- 
spectively, 37, 33, and 20 per cent, an average 
of 30 per cent for the three men’s and boys’ 
reformatories against 49 per cent for the 
three reformatories for women and girls. 

If women commit crimes because of mental 
deficiency’ it would seem more than ever 
necessary to have them examined by a 
psychopathic expert and committed, not to 
prisons but to such women’s reformatories 
as Bedford, whose scientific treatment and 
humane caré, under the able leadership of 


Miss Katharine Bement Davis, now com- | 


missioner of correction in New York City, 
has made it one of the few hopeful spots in 
our wretched prison system.

New Haven, Conn., March 7.—The Amer 
ican professional man-doctor, lawyer and 
minister alike—came in for some sharp criti- 
cism in an address by Prof. William Mc- 
Donald of Brown university before the Re- 
ligious Education association here today.

Urges Educational Changes. 

Four recommendations for radical changes 
in’ American institutions of higher educa- 
tion were made by Prof. John J. Stevenson 
of New York university.

First—The work of colleges and universi- 
ties should be differentiated sharply; colleges 
without proper resources and equipment 


| should be converted into academies or sec- 


ondary schools, 

Second—A higher standard should be set 
for teachers. 

Third—The salary of a full professor at 35 
should compare favorably with that of a 
lawyer or physician of equal ability at the 
same age; salaries at present paid to cok 
lege teachers are actually small, and advance 
through the several grades to full professor 
is slow. 

Fourth—The college faculty should have its 
own representative on the board of trus- 
tees.

FOR CHICAGO IS PLANNED. 


Judiciary Committee of Council Rec- 
ommends Adoption of Ordinance Of- 
fered by Ald. Merriam. 


The judiciary committee recommended 
yesterday that the city council adopt an 
ordinance creating a bureau of public wel- 
fare. -The form of ordinance approved was 
that presented by Ald. Merriam. 

From the discussion it is proposed that 
the new bureau shall have unusual power 
to collect information as well as a field go 
broad thet it ts impossible to indicate 
whether there is any limit to ite possible ac- 
tivities. 

The ordinance provides that the functions 
of the bureau shall be to supervise and in- 
vestigate unemployment, working condi- 
tions, and living conditions generally in the 
city.

VAST PROJECTS INVOLVED _. 


Speedy Development of Oil, Gas, 
Coal, and Other Mineral 
Lands Is Aim.

Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Special.j— 
Legislation that will settle some of the most 
important problems involved in the conserva. 
tion of natural resources will be passed by 
congress during the present session. 

There was introduced in the senate anil the 
house the other day a blanket bill authoris. 
ing exploration for and disposition of oil, 
gas, potassium, phosphate, and coal lands 
in the United States. 

This bill was prepared by Secretary of the 
Interior Lane, in conference with members 
of the senate and house public lands com | 
mittees. The president has placed the stamp 
of his approval upon it. Probably of greater 
importance is the fact that the measure ig 
indorsed by extreme conservationists ag wal] 
as by the anti-Pinchot forces. 


Hearings Wil Begin Soon. 

No time is to be lost in pushing considera. 
tion of the proposed law. Congressman Fer. 
ris of Oklahoma. chairman cf the house pub. 
lic lands committee, announved tonight that 
hearings would be begun on March 25. Fol. 
lowing the hearings, the committee will make 
such amendments to the bill as mag seem 
proper and then recommend prompt action

White, I may remark 
incidentally, left a for- 
tune, his son and daugh-

>t, in Washington, where 
|; oy ~ they have a large house 

and entertain hand- 
somely. If any one remembers where the money 
eame from that pays for their entertainments no 
one is impolite enough to talk about it. 

In novels of Washington life you often read 
about women lobbyists. It may be that women 
have now invaded the field just as they have every 
other that used to be thought was the exclusive prov- 
ince of man, but certainly in my day no women 
made a regular profession of lobbying. In all my 
experience, and it has been a long and varied one, 
I have known only one woman who took a hand in 
the legislative game, and but for luck she would 
have cost me a large fee. And there is another thing 
that convinces me how little the men who write 
novels really know. I have often been amused by 
reading of men or women lobbying because of senti- 
ment or of the romance involved in a bill, but here 
again only once have I known romance to eut any 
figure with a lobbyist, and curiously enough it was 
in this one case where I found myself opposed by 
a woman lobbyist. The fact is, lobbying as it was 
carried on in my day was straight business from 
start to finish, you paid for what you got, and a 
woman was always at a disadvantage. I have paid 
thousands of dollars to men who worked for me, or 
whose votes I needed, but never except in this one 
ease did I ever offer to split a fee with a woman.

HE first job I took on my own account after 
White’s death was to secure the passage of a 


bill to allow a company to build a bridge across one © 


of our great rivers. Many years before a bridge 
had been built, and it had become one of the most 
profitable monopolies in the United States, as it 
was the sole highway between Fast and West and 
every passenger, every railroad car, every pound of 
merchandise, every letter, even, had to pay its 
tribute to the owners of the bridge, a close corpo- 
ration whose dividends were enormous. Finally the 
railroads, backed by boards of trade, chambers of 
commerce and the newspapers, determined there 
must be another bridge to break the monopoly. 

I said in a previous article that however much 
the reader might despise a lobbyist it would be 
impossible for them to exist were there not mem- 
bers of Congress with whom the lobbyist could do 
business, and this bridge bill is a case in point. 
Our proposition was honest and straightforward. 
All we wanted was permission to build the bridge 
with our own money. We did not ask a dollar from 
Congress or help of any kind. We were to do the 
people a service at our own expense and risk, and 
if we made money surely no one could object. 

Why, then, the reader may naturally ask, was 
there any necessity for a lobbyist? Simply be- 
cause, as White so epigrammatically expressed it, 
you had to fight fire with fire. In those days that 


was the way things were done. There is a great im- 
provement now and the standard of morality is 
higher, which is one reason lobbyists no longer make 
the money that White and I did; but in my time 
there was scarcely a bill of any importance that 
escaped the taint of the check book. 


HE men who owned the bridge were not going 

to give up*their profitable monopoly without a 
fight. Our people had organized a company, sold 
their stock for cash and were ready to start con- 
struction work whenever Congress allowed them to 
go ahead. When they came to me I knew I was up 
against the stiffest proposition I had ever tackled 
and that it would have taxed even White’s ingenuity 
to win. 

I frankly told my clients — for it was always my 
principle to be honest with the men who employed 
me — that I thought we had a losing fight, but they 
insisted I must make the attempt. They paid me a 
retaining fee of $35,000 and agreed on a further 
sum of $65,000 when the bill was signed by the 
President, and they were to allow me $50,000 for 
“expenses.” We both understood how that money 
would be used. 

It has already been explained how a lobbyist of 
ability works. I followed White’s methods, which 
could not be improved upon. We had the bill for 
the bridge introduced in the House, which is easy, 
as any man can put in any kind of a bill; and then 
through my ferrets and agents and using my own 
private sources of information, I entered upon the 
preliminary work, which was to ascertain how the 
committee stood. 

If I had been green to the business I should have 
felt as certain of being $100,000 richer by the end 
of the session as I was sure that I was living. 
Every report was favorable. Not a single member 
on the committee objected to the bill. At first I 
thought I was being fooled and that the ferrets 
were faking, but when I checked them up the result 
was the same. I expected my first big fight would 
come in getting a favorable report from the com- 
mittee, and yet the committee was with me from the 
start. I was surprised and didn’t know what to 
make of it. 

As there was no opposition in the committee the 
bill ought to have been reported to the House almost 
immediately, but some weeks went by with the bill 
still held up and then I knew that the ecards had 
been stacked against me and I must find out who 
had turned the trick. What puzzled me was my 
failure to put my finger on the lobbyist represent- 
ing the other side. I was certain they had a 
lobbyist and I wanted to locate him, for by that 
time I was onto the methods of every man in 
Washington, and when you know who you are fight- 
ing half the battle is won. But whoever was di- 
recting the campaign and handling the money kept 
in the background. I tried in every way possible 
to sound the members of the committee, but without 
success. They all said they saw no reason why the 
bill should not be reported, but meanwhile it had 
been referred to a subcommittee and there was 
always some excuse to explain why no action had 
been taken. With my experience I knew that the 
committee had been “seen” by our rivals and I 
must get busy in a hurry. 

I spent the next few days investigating every 
member of the committee and finally decided there 
was one man with whom I could do business. I 
took a chance, for it is a dangerous thing to offer 
money to a member of Congress and risk exposure, 
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but the situation was desperate. I didn’t waste 
words or beat about the bush. I told him p 
that I knew the game, and asked how much he 
wanted to do a ceftain thing I proposed. He said 
$5,000. That evening I handed him the money in 
crisp banknotes. 

FEW days later the committee held a 

and my man said it was a shame the bridge a 
had not been acted upon and it must be reported to 
the House at once. That was rather a facer to the 
committee, but the chairman said he had no objee- 
tion and the bill was sent to the House with an 
unfavorable report, my man being the only member 
to vote for it. The committee thought they had us 
sewed up, as when a bill is objected to by a com- 
mittee it seldom passes the House. 


At the Capitol I had frequently noticed an Fe 


tremely pretty young woman talking to members. 


She was always very quiet and reserved in her. 
manner and her clothes showed her dressmaker to 


be an artist. She was so attractive that I asked one 
day who she was and learned that she was trying 
to get a Civil War claim, which was too small to 
make it worth while for a lobbyist to be engaged. 


When I heard this I paid no further attention, but 
the woman was so appealing in her youth and 
delicate beauty that more than once I was tempted 


to do her a good turn by offering my services and 
receiving my reward in her thanks. I knew how 


impossible it was for any claim to go through 


Congress on its merits at that time. 

But I was too worried about my own affairs to 
be able to play the squire to beauty in distress, I 
not only wanted the $65,000 that was contingent on 
my success, but I must win; for a lobbyist’s great 
asset is his success, and every day that passedshowed 
me I was playing a losing game. The bill was 
blocked. The mysterious influence that I couldn't 
place was always there and working overtime. When- 
ever an attempt was made to bring up the bill some- 
one would be sure to object or in other ways delay 
action. It was the most baffling and perplexing 
problem I had encountered. 

Weeks of the session went by in this way when, 
one morning sitting in my office trying to scheme 


out a new move, my clerk brought in a visiting eatd — 


reading Mrs. Watson, and said that Mrs. Watson 
wanted to see me. The name meant nothing to me, 
but I had her shown in, and there stood the beauti- 


ful young woman whom I had so often noticed at 


the Capitol. 

“You’re surprised to see me,” she said with @ 
laugh. “We’ve been on opposite sides of the fence, 
but now it’s time to get together and show a gang of 
swindlers what curs they are,” and her beautiful 
eyes flashed. 


In substance this is whe she told me. Her father | 


had been the engineer of the bridge, it had been & 
difficult and hazardous undertaking, for it was. in 
the early days of bridge building; the respo 
had broken him down ‘and he had died shortly after. 
the work was finished, a victim of his own skill. To 
Mrs. Watson, who had seen almost every rivet driven: 
and every girder swung into place, w 
forted her father during his long days of 
and finally shared with him‘ his brief hour’ -of 
umph, the bridge was his monument and the: 
ing tribute to his genius. She was as jealous of 
father’s fame as a mother is when a rival w 
to diseredit her son, and she feared if another bridge 
were built it would rob her father of some 
reputation, and instead of being the one man who 
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had spanned the river he would only 
be one among many 


ALL this she said quietly but with 
an air of sincerity that could not 
be doubted. Into my life, that had 
never known the meaning of a ro- 
mance, had come romance in the per- 
son of a charming woman. In a way I 
could understand that a high strung, 
sentimental girl should have ideal- 
ized her father and made a hero of 
him, but I am naturally a suspicious 
man and my training had made me 
cynical. My guide through life has al- 
ways been to search for a motive. 

“Well,” I said to her, and purposely 
my voice was cold, “how does this 
interest me?” 

“I am coming to that,” she replied; 
and then she went to tell me that 
after her father died the men who 
owned the bridge had a sudden spasm 
of generosity and in recognition of 
his services had given her a few 
shares of stock in the company, 
which every year had become more 
valuable and had paid larger divi- 
dends. Meanwhile she had married 
a rising young lawyer, who, after a 
couple of terms in the legislature, 
which gave her an insight into poli- 
tics and the way legislation is con. 
ducted, went down before an attack 
of typhoid fever. Practically her en- 
tire income had come from the divi- 
dends paid by her bridge shares. 

All went well until a few years be- 
fore when the insiders began to crowd 
out the minority shareholders by re- 
ducing the dividends, depressing the 
market price of the stock, and creat- 
ing the impression that the company 
was not making as much money as 
formerly. Being a woman unfamiliar 
with business and not having any 
means of ascertaining the truth, Mrs. 
Watson had to accept these state- 
ments, but when an offer was made 
to buy her stock at a low figure she 
refused for sentimental reasons. 
Every year the dividends were cut 
until she was forced to supplement 
her income by outside work. 

When the rival bridge company 
came into the field Mrs. Watson had 
persuaded her people to send her to 
Washington to look after their inter. 
ests, and while some of them objected 
to employing a woman, she was 
finally able to convince them she 
could be of more service than a man 
and the job was turned over to her.

“So it is you I’ve been fighting, and 
I’ve got to thank you for blocking my 
game.” 

“Yes,” she replied with a saucy lit- 
tle toss of her head. “I was onto 
you from the beginning and it 
amused me to be able to keep you 
guessing. I am not surprised that 
you got Shropton,” the man to whom 
I had paid $5,000. “I always mis- 
trusted him and suspected that he 
was the kind of man who wouldn’t 
stay bought.” 

“T don’t want to pay you any fool- 
ish compliments,” I said, “but I take 
off my hat here and now to you and 
admit there are things you can teach 
me. If you want to consider an offer 
of a partnership I shall be glad to 
make it, for I believe that the two of 
us would make a flourishing firm.” 

I was still young and unmarried, 
and the partnership that I wanted to 
offer her was something I hoped she 
would consider of more value. than 
simply a share in my business, for I 
knew then that she was the woman I 


| wanted for my wife. 


“T have the offer of a partnership 
already under consideration,” she re- 
plied with a slight air of embarrass. 
ment; and hastily added, “But there 
will be time enough to talk about that 
later. Now it is important to get 
down to business.” : 

“In what way?” I asked. 

“To see that your bill is passed.” 

“But that would be to betray your 
people, and .”’ I hesitated because 
it was difficult to say that I couldn’t 
be party to her treachery. 

“You may call it betrayal if you 
like,” she said with a flash in her 
eyes, “but I don’t think you will 
blame me when you know all. Since 
I have been in Washington the bridge 
company has passed its dividend on 
the ground that if the other bridge 
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is built they will have to rebuild, and 
to do this they must accumulate a 
surplus. I have been told that unless 
I sell my stock for almost nothing I 
will never get another penny in divi- 
dends, and of course I can’t fight. But 
what I can do-is to get revenge, and 
I’m with you to pass your bill if you 
want my help.” 

Naturally I told her I wanted all 
the assistance I could get and if she 
would turn in and work with me she 
could count on half my fee. 

I understand men because I have 
been dealing with them all my life 
to my advantage, but when it comes 
to women I frankly confess they are 
a puzzle I have never solved, and I 
doubt if any man is wiser. In fact, 
when I hear of a man boasting of 
knowing what a woman will do I am 
always certain that he knows even 
less than the rest of us. If Mrs. Wat- 
son had been a man she would either 
have thrown up her job or used her 
position to force the company to buy 
her stock at a stiff figure, but being 
a woman she went to work in a dif- 
ferent way. 


[ HAVE great respect for the wise 
men who framed the Constitution 
of the United States, and especially 
the arrangement by which a Congress 
is divided into a long and short ses- 
sion, the short session being in De- 
cember and ending on the fourth of 
the following March. That makes the 
session only three months, and when 
you take out Sundays and the Christ- 
mas holidays, there are actually about 
sixty working days. In those two 
months appropriation bills carrying 
hundreds of millions of dollars and 
other important legislation must be 
passed, so that in the last week or 
two of a session there is always a 
great congestion. Bills are jammed 
through without proper considera- 
tion, men are tired and looking for- 
ward to getting away, and those 
members defeated at the previous 
November election and no longer in 
fear of their constituents are open 
to offers. Especially as most of them 
leave Washington without a penny 
and know they will have hard sled- 
ding back home for a time. Hence 
a lobbyist usually waits until the end 
of a Congress to make his big strike. 

As I knew the ropes I planned the 
campaign. Three days before the 
close of the session Mrs. Watson, who 
lived in the fashionable part of town, 
in a charming little house she had 
rented furnished, gave a dinner to 
which she invited the members of the 
committee, except Shropton, and a 
few other men who might make trou- 
ble. The House that night had an 
evening session, and just before ad- 
journment, when there were few 
members present, Shropton, who had 
received another bundle of green- 
backs from me, moved to take up our 
bill, and he had the support of some 
other members to whom I had prom- 
ised various sums when the Dill 
passed the House. As there was no 
member of the committee present to 
object and as Shropton explained 
that an appropriation was not asked 
for, the bill was agreed to in a per- 
functory way. I had arranzed with 
some friendly Senators to have it im- 
mediately passed in the Senate, which 
was done the next day. Then five ten 
dollar bills to each of a couple of 
clerks insured the bill being en- 
grossed out of its regular turn, signed 
by the Vice-President and _ the 
Speaker and sent to the President, 
who approved it as a routine matter, 
as of course he knew nothing of what 
we had done. 

I expected an explosion when the 
other side learned what had hap- 
pened, but in the rush and hurry of 
day and night sessions men were too 
tired and too overworked to watch 
every bill, and it was Mrs. Watson 
who fired the mine. When the Presi- 
dent had signed ‘the bill and we no 
longer had anything to fear, Mrs. 
Watson sent a satirical dispatch to 
the president of the bridge company 
saying she wouldn’t sell her stock 
but she was willing to buy his bridge 
for junk. It took the president some 
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fingers of both hands and playing it well.
